ENGLISH LITERATURE 
BARBARA C. TURNER 


IT is customary for the writer of a thesis or dissertation to append a list of 
sources consulted but, although such a bibliography may appear at the end 
of his work, in reality it comes first for it is the frame upon which that work 
is built. The search for material and the determination of what is and is not 
relevant to his purpose is an essential and most valuable part of his under- 
taking and one which he must do for himself. Nevertheless the student who 
contemplates a theme suggested by his own awakening interest or dictated 
by the requirements of an examination may well wonder where to begin. 
The object of this article is to outline the bibliographical resources available 
to the student of English literature who in this respect is not ill served. 


These resources were concisely described in Arundell Esdaile’s The Sources 
of English Literature: A Bibliographical Guide for Students (1929, Cambridge 
University Press) and although much bibliographical work has been done 
since the publication of this book it remains valuable. A more recent hand- 
book, Bibliographical Guide to English Studies compiled by Tom Peete Cross 
(roth edition 1951, Cambridge University Press, 13s.6d.) lists bibliographies 
under subject headings with brief annotations. 

The most comprehensive of the student’s tools is The Cambridge Biblio- 
graphy of English Literature (C.B.E.L.) edited by F. W. Bateson (1940, 4 vols., 
Cambridge University Press, £10) which lists all authors to the year 1900 
who possess some literary merit. All kinds of writing, for example, history, 
travel and science, are included and therefore most books and all the more 
important periodicals, newspapers and pamphlets appear. The arrangement 
is chronological, further subdivided according to form, and for each author 
bibliographies, early editions, the more important later editions, and a selec- 
tive list of critical work in books and periodicals are given. Volume 5, just

published (Cambridge University Press, 70s.), is edited by George Watson 
and lists work on these authors published since the compilation of the 
original bibliography and up to the beginning of 1955. A sixth volume, in 
preparation, will deal with authors writing between 1900 and 1950. 

Bibliographies are given in each volume of The Oxford History of English 
Literature (1945- , Oxford University Press, in progress, 4 volumes avail- 
able, 21s.-30s. a vol.), in the Penguin Guides to English Literature (1954- 
Penguin Books, in progress, 3s.6d.-5s. a vol.) and in the original edition of 
The Cambridge History of English Literature (1907-27, Cambridge University 
Press, 15 vols.). The last, however, are not annotated and are rather out- 
dated. The carefully selected and annotated bibliographies in Introductions 
to English Literature (2nd edition 1950-57, 5 vols., Cresset Press, Vols. 1-4, 
15s. each; Vol. 5, 21s.) will be especially useful to the less experienced student. 

The English Association’s The Year’s Work in English Studies (annually 
from 1919, Oxford University Press, 12s.6d.-25s. a volume) and the Modern 
Humanities Research Association’s Annual Bibliography of English Language 
and Literature (annually from 1920, Cambridge University Press, 15s.-40s. a 
vol.) record work during the year under review in chronological order of 
subject. The first is selective but gives a brief appraisal of each item; the 
second, which is not annotated, aims at giving a complete list of books and 
the fullest possible list of articles in periodicals. 

Bibliographies of particular periods include A Manual of the Writings in 
Middle English, 1050-1400 and nine Supplements edited by J. E. Wells (1916- 
41, Oxford University Press. Main work and Supplements 4, 5 and 6 out 
of print. Supplements 1, 2, 3, 7 and 8, 12s. each; Supplement 9, 32s.) and 
English Literature 1660-1800: A Bibliography of Modern Studies by Louis A. 
Landa and others (1950-52, 2 vols., Oxford University Press, Vol. 1, 52s.; 
Vol. 2, 60s.) which collects work published between 1925 and 1949. 

Bibliographies of literary forms are more numerous. The Index of Middle 
English Verse by Carleton Brown and Rossell H. Robbins (1943, Columbia 
University Press for the Index Society, $15) lists both manuscript and early 
printed sources. The English Romantic Poets: A Review of Research edited by 
T. M. Raysor (1950, Oxford University Press, new edition in preparation) 
and The Victorian Poets: A Guide to Research edited by F. E. Faverty (1956, 
Oxford University Press, 40s.) assess bibliographical, textual and critical work 
already done, with the aim of helping future researchers. 

There is a valuable list of medieval plays, both in manuscript and in 
modern editions, in the second volume of Sir Edmund Chambers’s The 
Mediaeval Stage (1903, last reprinted 1954, 2 vols., Oxford University Press, 
70s.) and this is supplemented by the section on English drama in Carl J. 
Stratman’s Bibliography of Medieval Drama (1954, Cambridge University 
Press, 37s.6d.) which gives more recent locations for manuscripts, editions 
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published since Chambers’s compilation and also critical works. The Eliza- 
bethan and Jacobean period is exhaustively dealt with in W. W. Greg’s 
monumental Bibliography of English Printed Drama to the Restoration (1939-51, 
2 vols., Oxford University Press for the Bibliographical Society, 160s. a vol.) 
which the author plans to complete with two further volumes of appendices 
and indexes. Extensive handlists of plays at the end of each section of 
Allardyce Nicoll’s A History of English Drama, 1660-1900 (1952- ; 
Cambridge University Press, in progress, 42s.-63s. a vol.) give the date of 
performance and the place and date of publication, while Restoration plays 
are bibliographically described in Montague Summers’s A Bibliography of 
Restoration Drama (1935, Fortune Press) together with selected later editions. 


Bibliographies of fiction begin with Arundell Esdaile’s A List of English 
Tales and Prose Romances Printed before 1740 (1912, Bibliographical Society), 
followed by Andrew Block’s The English Novel, 1740-1850 (1939, Grafton). 
Michael Sadleir’s XIX Century Fiction: A Bibliographical Record based on his 
Own Collection (1951, 2 vols., Constable, £12.12s.) is, of course, subject to 
the limitation implied in the title. Gothic fiction has been listed in Montague 
Summers’s A Gothic Bibliography (1941, Fortune Press) and historical fiction 
in Ernest A. Baker’s A Guide to Historical Fiction (1914, Routledge). 


Bibliographies of individual authors are numerous and increase with every 
year. Those issued prior to 1925 are discoverable from C. S. Northup’s 
Register of Bibliographies of the English Language and Literature (1925, Yale 
University Press), and reference should also be made to the appropriate 
entries in the Cambridge Bibliography and in the annual surveys mentioned 
above. It is possible to mention only a few of the most valuable, for example, 
E. P. Hammond’s Chaucer: a Bibliographical Manual (1908, Macmillan, New 
York), W. P. Courtney and D. Nichol Smith’s Bibliography of Samuel Johnson 
(1915, reissued 1925, Oxford University Press) with a supplement by R. W. 
Chapman and A. T. Hazen (1938, Oxford Bibliographical Society Proceed- 
ings and Papers, Vol. 5, pt. 3, pp. 119-197) and Geoffrey Keynes's Biblio- 
graphy of Dr. John Donne (1932, Cambridge University Press, new edition in 
preparation, 84s.). Shakespeare students are referred to William Jaggard’s 
Shakespeare Bibliography (1911, Shakespeare Press, Stratford-on-Avon), a 
full but rather cumbrous compilation of all known editions and critical 
works in alphabetical order, to A Shakespeare Bibliography by W. Ebisch and 
L. Schiicking (1931, Oxford University Press, 28s.) and its Supplement for the 
Years 1930-1935 (1937, Oxford University Press) which is selective and 
arranged under subject headings, and to the annual list of “Books Received’ 
in Shakespeare Survey (annually from 1948, Cambridge University Press, 21s. 
a vol.). The Soho Bibliographies (Rupert Hart-Davis) is a new arid expanding 
series covering near-contemporary writers, for example, James Joyce (1953, 
42s.), Virginia Woolf (1957, 63s.) and W. B. Yeats (2nd edition 1957, 63s.), 
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while the Supplements to British Book News (Longmans, Green for the British 
Council, 2s. each) offer brief, selective reading lists which form useful intro- 
ductions to the work of a variety of authors. 


All the sources so far indicated are literary bibliographies which might be 
described as ready-made for the student’s use, but he may need to search 
general bibliographies also. These are of two kinds, records of books as 
published and records of books existing in a library, or in a number of 
libraries. Records of books as published or, more strictly, as acquired by the 
printers begin with the sixteenth century and the entries in the register kept 
by the Stationers’ Company. The Stationers’ Register, 1554-1640 was tran- 
cribed by Edward Arber (1875-94, 5 vols., privately published by Edward 
Arber) and the years 1641-1708 by Henry Plomer (1913-14, 3 vols., Rox- 
burghe Club). The so-called Term Catalogues, begun in the late seventeenth 
century by two booksellers, Starkey and Clavell, cover the years 1668-1709 
and were also transcribed by Edward Arber (1903-06, 3 vols., privately 
published by Edward Arber). The London Catalogue of Books since the Year 
1700 appeared in 1773, beginning a series which now exists as The English 
Catalogue of Books (annually, The Publishers’ Circular, 60s.). The early issues 
are of dubious value since the details given are scanty in the extreme. The 
latest and most impressive of a long line is The British National Bibliography 
(weekly from January, 1950, The Council of the British National Biblio- 
graphy, {24 per annum), a record based on the books deposited at the 
British Museum under the Copyright Acts and classified by the Dewey 
System. Its usefulness to the researcher will clearly increase with the years. 


The earliest extant English printed books are collected in E. Gordon Duff’s 
Fifteenth Century English Books: a Bibliography of Books and Documents Printed 
in England and of Books for the English Market Printed Abroad (1917, Oxford 
University Press for the Bibliographical Society). It is followed by A. W. 
Pollard and G. R. Redgrave’s Short Title Catalogue of Books Printed in 
England, Scotland and Ireland and of English Books Printed Abroad, 1475-1640 
(S.T.C.) (1926, Oxford University Press for the Bibliographical Society, 
reprinted, 70s.) which was continued for the years 1641-1700 by Donald 
Wing (“Wing’) (1945-51, 3 vols., Columbia University Press for the Index 
Society, $15-$20 a vol.). Paul G. Morrison has compiled an Index of Printers, 
Publishers and Booksellers in Pollard and Redgrave’s Short Title Catalogue (1950, 
Bibliographical Society of the University of Virginia, c/o University of 
Virginia Library, $3.50) and a companion index to Wing (1955, University 
of Virginia Press, $20). These bibliographies list all the books discoverable 
by their compilers and the libraries in which they are found, but there are no 
comparable lists for later and more prolific periods. 


Of major British libraries, the British Museum is in process of publishing 
its General Catalogue of Printed Books and fifty-one volumes have appeared 
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covering the letters A-DEZW ARTE (1931-54, British Museum, £8 a vol.). 
It is now proposed to continue the catalogue from this point by photo-offset 
lithography of the working catalogue which will provide a complete record 
of holdings to the end of 1955 and the existing fifty-one volumes will 
eventually be brought up to date and reproduced in the same manner. The 
catalogue will comprise 300 volumes issued at the rate of fifty a year and the 
estimated subscription is £400 a year. Excerpts from the existing volumes of 
the entries for certain important authors, for example, Bunyan, Byron, 
Chaucer, are available (British Museum, 2s.6d.-12s.6d. each) and these 
excerpts will be continued with the new printing. The Copyright Acts 
requiring the deposit of books at the Museum have been strictly enforced 
only since 1842 and it follows that its collections before that date are not 
exhaustive. The Subject Index of Modern Works added to the library com- 
mences with 1881 and is complete to 1945 (1902-53, 14 vols., British Museum, 
£4-10s.- £8.8s. a vol.). The Catalogue of the Printed Books in the Library of the 
Faculty of Advocates (1867-79, 7 vols., Blackwood, Edinburgh) records the 
collection which has since become the National Library of Scotland. 

The Bodleian Library at Oxford has not published a comprehensive cata- 
logue of printed books. For the Cambridge University Library there are 
available J. C. T. Oates’s A Catalogue of the Fifteenth-Century Printed Books in 
the University Library, Cambridge (1954, Cambridge University Press, £'7.7s.) 
and C. E. Sayles’s Early Printed Books in the Cambridge University Library 
1475-1640 (1900-1907, 4 vols., Cambridge University Press, 55s. a vol.). 

A general guide to articles appearing in periodicals is provided by the 
Subject Index to Periodicals (annually from 1919, The Library Association, 
present price 204s. a vol.). 

It will be clear that comparatively few of the works listed are within the 
financial reach of the individual student, but the majority of them are, or 
should be, available in every national and university library. He will, how- 
ever, be glad to have on his own shelves some advice on assembling and 
presenting his material. Notes on the Presentation of Theses on Literary Subjects 
(1955, Hart-Davis, 2s.) were prepared by members of the Faculty of English 
Language and Literature in the University of Oxford and explain the proper 
setting out of the text and its subsidiary matter. In preparing the entries for 
his bibliography he would be wise to consult British Standard 1629: 1950: 
Bibliographical References (British Standards Institution, 2s.6d.). A recent book- 
let, Joan Hazelden Walker’s Method, not Muddle: Special Studies Planned 
(1956, obtainable from S.P.C.K., 1s.6d.), is addressed to junior students. 
It deals with the whole operation of research, from suitable stationery for 
notes to the qualities of mind needed by the enquirer, and all but the most 
experienced will be grateful for its reminders on many necessary points.

CLASSICS OF LIBRARIANSHIP. Further Selected Readings in the 
History of Librarianship. John L. Thornton. Library Association, 24s. 1957. 22 cm. 
214 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This work follows the plan adopted for the author’s Mirror for Librarians, published in 

1948. It presents twenty-three men and one woman who have had considerable 

influence on the development of librarianship in Britain, America and the Continent 

of Europe from the 16th century to date. There is a brief biography of each one, 

followed by an extract from his writings. Although not all of them produced major 

contributions to library literature, the ideas and ideals which they held are worth 

recalling and the anthology should appeal to all librarians and bookmen. _(020°9) 


Children’s Books 


CHOSEN FOR CHILDREN. An Account of the Books which have been 
awarded the Library Association Carnegie Medal, 1936-1957. Compiled by Marcus 
S. Crouch. Library Association, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 98 pages. Frontispiece portrait. 
Photographs. Drawings. 

This attractive book has been published to celebrate the twenty-first anniversary of the 

institution of the Library Association Carnegie Medal which is awarded annually 

for an outstanding book for children by a British subject. Nineteen books which have 

received the award (no awards were made in two of the years) are described, with a 

brief biographical note on the author and some personal comments on how the book 

came to be written. The standards established by the Selection Committee are high 
and the Library Association Carnegie Medal remains the only official tribute in the 

United Kingdom to good writing and publishing for children. There are portraits of 

the authors and the line drawings are taken from the books described. (028-5)

THE WORLD IS FULL OF WONDERS. An Encyclopaedia in Pictures. 
With an Introduction/Commentary and Notes by Theodor Miiller-Alfeld. Trans- 
lated from the German. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1957. 27 cm. 224 pages. 280 photo- 
graphs (2 in colour). 

A fly’s eye, the Grand Canyon, the Arizona Crater and a giant octopus are a few of 

the wonders of nature displayed in these 280 arresting photographs; other marvels 

are Westminster Abbey, the Capital at Washington and a tornado. Each picture is 

accompanied by notes giving facts and figures. The photographs, which are from 

many sources, vary in quality; but the best are very good. (033)

THE SATURDAY BOOK, 17. Edited by John Hadfield. Hutchinson, 30s, 
1957. 23°5 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
This deservedly popular annual brings us once again a miscellany of good things, 
Among its ‘assortment of pleasant bric-a-brac, objets d’art and comfortable curiosities’, 
Lady Kelly describes the wonders of Persepolis, Richard Carrington discourses on 
giants, Howard Spring talks about his friend L. $. Lowry’s paintings of industrial 
areas, Wilfrid Blunt reviews early flower pieces in painting, Louis Golding writes of 
a visit to West Berlin, Robert Gibbings remits his thoughts about wood engraving, 
Keith Dunham discusses the art of the gunsmith, and Mary Eden gives a brief history 
of the hat. As before, the admirably chosen illustrations are a feature of the book.

Learned Societies 
THE WORLD OF LEARNING 10957. 8th edition. Europa Publications, 
120s. 1957. 25 cm. 1,072 pages. 
Twice as long as the original volume, which appeared ten years ago, the present 
edition supplies information which now covers over seventy-five countries and their 
dependent territories, arranged alphabetically. This is preceded by an international 
section in three divisions: UNESCO, International Council of Scientific Unions, and 
Other International Organisations. Under each country are listed learned societies, 
research institutes, libraries, museums and art galleries, and universities, giving their 
addresses, names and number of members, teachers and other officials, publications 
and aims and objects where possible. It omits the index previously included. (060-58) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


HOW CHILDREN LEARN TO SPEAK. M. M. Lewis. Harrap, 8s.6d. 
19$7. 19 cm. 144 pages. References. Index. 

This work describes in detail the child’s sounds from birth through about the first 

two years. Examples are quoted from observation, and the child’s responses are 

interpreted. Although scientific, this book is easy to read, and should be studied by 

teachers, parents and all others concerned with young children. (136-71) 


RELIGION 


THE HOLY BIBLE. Revised Standard Version. Nelson, 12s.6d. 1957. 19°5 
cm. 992 pages. 
The Revised Standard Version has become so well established in the esteem of scholars 
and the ‘ordinary reader’ that it hardly requires further commendation. It is suitable 
for public and private reading since the dignity of the Authorised Version is combined 
with the use of language which is lucid and familiar. Among modern English trans- 
lations of the Bible, there is little doubt that the Revised Standard Version takes first 
place, and the present inexpensive edition has been produced in order to meet a 
growing popular demand. (220-5) 


RICHES DESPISED. A Study of the Roots of Religion. Conrad Pepler. 
Blackfriars Publications, 12s. 1957. 19 cm. 188 pages. 

This study of the roots of religion makes a new appraisement of the place of nature 

and grace in the life of the Christian and relates the insights of the past, in modern 

idiom, to present circumstances, especially urban and industrial conditions. The 

diagnosis of an urgent problem, with suggestions towards a solution, will appeal to

Churchmen of all traditions. The ‘industrial man’ for whose sake it is written could 
read it with understanding and profit. The writer knows his saints—and others. (230) 


THE CHRIST OF FAITH. The Christology of the Church. Karl Adam. 
Burns & Oates, 30s. 19$7. 22 cm. 374 pages. Index. 
This work by a distinguished Catholic scholar represents a summary of lectures 
delivered over many years in the University of Tiibingen. In the first part, he is 
concerned with the Person of Christ and gives special attention to the image of Christ 
and His self-consciousness as interpreted in the Scriptures and the history of Christian 
doctrine. He examines in the second section the meaning of the death of Christ, 
although the treatment is brief and rather inadequate. While this book is intended 
mainly for scholars, it is to be commended for its clarity and learning as well as for its 
conciliatory spirit. (232) 


DYNAMICS OF FAITH. Paul Tillich. Allen & Unwin, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
136 pages. (World Perspectives, 9) 
The author, an outstanding American theologian, examines in this volume the nature 
of faith with a view to removing some of the misrepresentations from which it has 
suffered in contemporary thought. Faith he describes as an act of the whole personality; 
it is an ultimate concern creative of an unconditional demand. After reviewing the 
intellectualistic, volitional and emotional distortions of faith, he proceeds to discuss 
faith and symbol, different types of faith, and the thorny question of faith and truth. 
The final chapter of this challenging if not always lucid volume surveys the experience 
of actual faith. (234°2) 


THE KINGDOM OF FREE MEN. G. Kitson Clark. Cambridge University 
Press, 18s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 236 pages. Bibliography. 
This is probably the author’s best book and certainly his most important. Its theme is 
personal freedom, common humanity, and Christianity in relation to them, as they 
stand or fall in the contemporary world. Dr. Kitson Clark, a distinguished authority 
on modern British constitutional history, has never displayed his powers of intellectual 
analysis and historical understanding more strongly or to better purpose than in the 
course of popular lectures which form the basis of this book, written with rugged 
dignity and force. Its originality lies not in its author’s concern for the survival of 
‘liberal Christian’ values but in the shrewd clarity of his analysis of them, so that the 
issues are presented in terms which the general reader, whether he shares the author’s 
concern or not, at least cannot fail to understand. (261) 


THE HOLY PRETENCE. A Study in Christianity and Reason of State 
from William Perkins to John Winthrop. George L. Mosse. Blackwell (Oxford), 
21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 164 pages. Index. 

This is a tough though decidedly interesting book, an historian’s approach to the 

universal problem arising from the divergence between Christianity’s plain instruc- 

tions for men’s behaviour, and the ways in which the facts of social life, law, commerce 
and politics compel them to behave. Professor Mosse of Wisconsin University deals 
with Englishmen’s awareness of the political aspects of the problem in the early 17th 
century, and particularly with the English Puritans and Jeremy Taylor, who were in 
fact just as concerned with it as the better-known Roman Catholic casuists. His 
account of their success is learned and conclusive, couched in rather bony, unpleasing 
language; but readers should remember that the problem is larger, both morally and 
historically, than he indicates. (261-7) 
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REVOLUTION IN A CITY PARISH. Abbé Michonneau. Translated 

from the French. sth impression. Blackfriars Publications, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 212 pages, 
The Abbé Michonneau was gravely disturbed by the antipathy or indifference of the 
working-class population in one of the suburbs of Paris where he served. He resolved 
to regard all these people as within his parish, and by a living and popular liturgy, a 
direct approach to individuals by clergy and laity, the removal of misunderstandings 
arising from varying cultures and other causes, and the revival of spirituality among 
the faithful, he endeavoured to build up a Christian community. This realistic treat- 
ment, edited by Father Chéry, O.P., merits the attention of the clergy and ministers 
of all denominations. (266-2) 


THE SILENT LIFE. Thomas Merton. Burns & Oates, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
134 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Father Merton, in this account of different branches of the monastic family, shows 
that he has the gift of communicating to the reader his own enthusiasm for the life 
which he describes. After an inquiry into the nature of monastic peace, he introduces 
us first to the Cenobites—those who live a communal life—and then to the hermits 
who have chosen a solitary existence. There is widespread interest in monasticism at 
the present time and the author provides a vivid picture of the Benedictines, the 
Cistercians, the Carthusians and the Camaldolese—an order derived from the primitive 
Benedictine stock. (271) 


MEDIEVAL RELIGIOUS HOUSES: SCOTLAND. With an Appendix 
on the Houses in the Isle of Man. D. E. Eason. Longmans, 45s. 1957. 23 cm. 240 pages. 
Maps by Neville Hadcock. Index. 

This book is the companion volume to Medieval Religious Houses: England and Wales. 

The period covered is roughly 1050-1560, and the religious foundations are listed 

according to orders with each list accompanied by notes on the different houses. 

Dr. Eason has included an historical sketch on the Scottish medieval religious orders 

and the whole is a valuable and in many respects pioneer contribution to the 

ecclesiastical history of that country. (271-0941) 


MYSTICISM: CHRISTIAN AND BUDDHIST. D. T. Suzuki. Allen 
& Unwin, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 222 pages. (World Perspectives, 10) 
The author was born in Japan and is now at Columbia University. In this collection 
of studies he deals with the essential features of mysticism as found in the writings of 
Meister Eckhart and Mahayana Buddhism, especially Zen Buddhism. He believes that 
the differences between Meister Eckhart, who is hardly representative of Christian 
thought, and Zen and Shin are less pronounced than is generally believed, since close 
study reveals an underlying unity of faith and practice. While this claim may be 
disputed, the author has written a lively exposition of a difficult theme and the book 
should provoke discussion. (294) 


FUNDAMENTALS OF THE ESOTERIC PHILOSOPHY. G. de 
Purucker. Edited by A. Trevor Barker. Rider, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. $74 pages. Dia- 
grams, Index. 

A reprint of forty-eight lectures on Eastern magic, religion, and ‘esoteric’ philosophy 

which were delivered between 1924 and 1927 to the Esoteric Section of the American 

branch of the Theosophical Society, this book is a key for those who find The Secret 
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Doctrine—Madame Blavatsky’s discursive, hurriedly compiled masterpiece—too diffi- 
cult to understand. It is certainly more lucid. The editor, Mr. Barker, also edited the 
famous Mahatma Letters, those mysterious epistles from the (Tibetan) Hidden Masters 
who inspired the remarkable Madame Blavatsky. An essential work for those 
interested in occultism. (294°58)

Sociology 
VILLAGE ON THE BORDER. A Social Study of Religion, Politics and 
Football in a North Wales Community. Ronald Frankenberg. Introduction by 
Max Gluckman. Cohen & West, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 176 pages. Frontispiece. 
Diagrams. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
In this study of a parish on the border of North Wales and England, Dr. Frankenberg 
presents the results of an intensive survey carried out for the Department of Social 
Anthropology in the University of Manchester. In his introduction, Professor 
Gluckman points out that this witty book has more than academic value, but its chief 
value lies in the fact that it is a scientific analysis of a village community—disguised 
under the name ‘Pentrediwaith’—the values and internal solidarity of which are 
threatened from without by the English industrialism which offers employment to 
most of the men, and by animosities from within. The balance of forces within the 
parish is set out in an orderly way, and Dr. Frankenberg offers some observations on a 
community where the old unity is menaced by new and very different values.

DIVORCE IN ENGLAND. A Centenary Study. O. R. McGregor. 
Heinemann, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 232 pages. Index. 
In this survey of divorce in England since the Matrimonial Causes Act, 1957, the 
author considers the historical background and the present position from the view- 
point of a social scientist—an approach which he claims has been previously lacking 
in consideration of this problem, not least in the deliberations of the recent Morton 
Commission. After chapters on the history of divorce, and the statistical position of 
divorce, the Victorian family and Christian marriage, there are two long chapters on 
the evidence and report of the Morton Commission. The author does not offer 
suggestions for comprehensive divorce law reform, but he maintains that the social 
evidence should first be collected, on the basis of which alone the merits of reform 
projects can be judged. (301-428)

THE IDEA OF LIBERAL DEMOCRACY. Nathaniel Micklem. 
Christopher Johnson, 12s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 138 pages. Index. 

The author of this challenging little book is a distinguished Free Churchman and 
former principal of Mansfield College, Oxford; he is also President of the Liberal 
Party. He sets out what seem to him the fundamental principles of politics, and more 
especially the ethical foundations of liberal democracy, holding the belief that 
Christianity, or some religion that has its roots in Christiantity, is the prerequisite of 
political stability and progress. Dr. Micklem is already well known for his numerous 
publications, which include The Theology of Politics, Law and the Laws, and National 
Socialism and the Roman Catholic Church. (320-1) 
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THE MEANING OF FREEDOM. Gilbert Murray and others. Introduction 
by Lord Samuel. Pall Mall Press, 3s.6d. paper covers; library edition 7s.6d. 1957, 
21°§ cm. 78 pages. 

These six lectures were delivered under the auspices of the British Group of the 

Liberal International in 1949, but, although their publication was delayed, they still 

make up an important symposium on liberty in its various aspects. The late Professor 

Gilbert Murray spoke on the meaning of freedom; the Very Reverend W. R. 

Matthews, Dean of St. Paul’s, on freedom of religion; Graham Hutton, the economist, 

on freedom in industry; the late R. J. Cruiksh ank, well-known newspaper editor, on 

freedom of thought and expression; Victor Gollancz, publisher and writer, on personal 
freedom; while the Marquess of Reading skilfully reviewed the whole outlook for 

liberty. (323-44) 


A CITIZEN LOOKS AT CONGRESS. Dean Acheson. Hamish Hamilton, 
12s.6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 124 pages. 
This thoughtful review of the functions and working of the American Congress is 
by the former U.S. Secretary of State, author of An American Vista and A Democrat 
looks at his Party; it is based on his Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., Memorial Lectures before 
the University of Virginia. The criticisms which he makes, in an easy, conversational 
style, of confusion between the activities of Congress and the executive, and of the 
time-wasting committee system, are based on sound general principles, and deserve 
serious consideration by all who are concerned with the theory and practice of 
government. (328-73) 


Economics 


THE ECONOMICS OF SIR JAMES STEUART. S.R. Sen. Bell for 
the London School of Economics and Political Science, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Sir James Steuart (1712-80) was one of the first to analyse the whole economic system 

within its general sociological and historical framework; in the process he made 

undoubted contributions to the theory of population, money and exchange. His chief 
work, An Inquiry into the Principles of Political Oeconomy (1767), was neglected after 
the publication of Adam Smith's Wealth of Nations (1776). Nevertheless, traces of his 
influence appear in later writings, and many of his observations have a present-day 
significance. This appraisal, by an economic and statistical adviser in the Indian 
Government service, shows his true importance in the history of economic thought.

A SURVEY OF ENGLISH ECONOMIC HISTORY. Edited by 
M. W. Thomas. Blackie, 30s. 1957. 20 cm. $44 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This book is fairly elementary in treatment, being intended for beginners in the 
subject at approximately university entrance level and for the general reader, who will 
find it a stimulating introduction. It will also help the more mature reader to bring 
into right perspective the main developments in English economic history from 
55 B.C. to 1939. The authors are university teachers: K. G. T. McDonnell, of Queen 
Mary College, London, Dr. D. C. Coleman, of the London School of Economics, 
and Dr. S. Pollard, of the University of Sheffield. Their suggestions for further 
reading are well chosen and annotated, not unduly long but giving good coverage.

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AUSTRIA. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Austria, February, 1957. 
S$. E. H. Daw. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, Commercial Relations 
and Exports Department, 4s.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 96 pages. Map. Paper covers. (Overseas 
Economic Surveys) 

This survey, by H.M. Counsellor (Commercial) and Consul-General at the British 

Embassy, Vienna, supersedes the long outdated one of December, 1937. It gives 

reliable information, as at February, 1957, on Austria’s national income, financial 

situation, natural resources, trade, industry, transport, communications and social 
affairs (including labour conditions, industrial relations, social insurance and housing), 
with notes on national organisations such as chambers of industry and commerce. 

Its value as a work of reference is increased by statistical tables based on publications 

of the Austrian National Bank, the Austrian Central Statistical Office and the 


Economic Research Institute. (330°9436) 


CANADA’S ECONOMIC FUTURE. Digests of One Hundred and 
Twenty-seven Submissions to the Royal Commission on Canada’s Economic 
Prospects. Cockfield, Brown (Toronto, Canada). Gratis. 1957. 23-5 cm. 310 pages. 
Index. 

Undoubtedly the most comprehensive picture of the Canadian economy for the next 

quarter-century is contained in the more than three hundred briefs submitted by a 

cross-section of Canadian industry, government bodies and trade associations to the 

Royal Commission on Canada’s Economic Prospects. The scope of the inquiry 

included developments in the supply of raw materials and energy sources, expected 

growth and distribution of population, prospects of internal and external markets, 
trends in productivity and standards of living and prospective requirements for 
industrial and social capital. One hundred and twenty-seven typical briefs are presented 
here in short digest form for readability and ready reference. Each digest was approved 
by the organisation concerned. The publication of this valuable information should 
prove helpful to all who have an interest in Canada’s economic future. (330-971) 


FACTORY LAW. H. Samuels. 6th edition. Stevens & Sons, gos. 1957. 
25 cm. 764 pages. Index.

international relations trade unionism has become an important factor. The present 

volume, by the Assistant Director-General of the International Labour Office, analyses 
the international conventions on the protection of trade union freedom now in force 
and the expanding body of international case law. The author draws upon compara- 
tive material concerning the national law and practice of some seventy countries. 
Part one deals with guarantees and standards of unions’ freedom, the second part is 
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on the protection of freedom of association, part three deals with freedom of associa- 
tion in practice, and the fourth part covers the evaluation of standards of freedom.

This is an authoritative work by the Reader in Economics, with special reference 

to Money and Banking, in the University of London, and is the result of detailed 

study and enquiry at first hand in the banking institutions of Paris and elsewhere. 

Mr. Wilson is concerned mainly with developments between 1945 and mid-1956. 

He describes, with statistical tables, the structure and business of deposit and invest- 

ment banking and the function of the private banks, discount houses and other bodies, 

and devotes five chapters to the Bank of France and the control of credit. The book 
is essential to students of banking.

This Year Book, giving information about all the activities of many building societies, 
is of particular interest to investors. There is an article on Building Societies, 1956-57, 
and a general summary of the Operations of Building Societies for 1956. Full details 
are provided of the Building Societies Association and of the 348 members of the 
Association (including associate overseas members). Similar details are included for 
the 172 societies with assets in excess of £100,000, and for the 262 societies with 
assets of less than £100,000, which are not members of the Association. A full 
Geographical List of Building Society Offices gives addresses of head offices, branches 
and agencies. Information is provided about building socicties overseas, in the 
Dominions and some other countries. The Building Societies Institute is also fully 
covered.

Recent figures show that more than two-thirds of the total number of farmers in the 

United Kingdom are members of agricultural co-operative societies. This reflects the 

rapid advances made by the movement in post-war years, and the authors, who are 

members of the Horace Plunkett Foundation, give a full account of this progress in 

a rewritten edition of a work first published in 1949. There is much new information 

on the activities of the large general purposes societies, with the emphasis on modern 

approach to management, and also on the development of national federal organisa- 
tion. Special chapters are devoted to Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland. _(334°6) 


YEAR BOOK OF AGRICULTURAL CO-OPERATION, 1957.

As usual, this year book reports progress in agricultural co-operation in a number 

of European and overseas countries, this time with special emphasis on Great Britain 

and territories under U.K. administration. Articles of particular interest are those 
dealing with the movement in India in relation to the First and Second Five Year 

Plans, and with Soviet collective agriculture. It is an indispensable reference work for

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ECONOMICS OF ATOMIC ENERGY. Mary Goldring. Butterworth,

This book by the Science Correspondent of The Economist deals, in a manner which 
can be readily followed by the general reader, with a subject which is important, 
topical and full of difficulty and uncertainty. The rapid development of an atomic 
industry and of full scale atomic power stations has involved, and will continue to 
involve, very heavy capital investment and is likely to have a very powerful impact 
on Britain’s economic pattern, yet many major technological problems are still in 
rapid development. The author describes all this with considerable skill, and considers 
also the future export trade and international relations of Britain in the further develop- 
ment of atomic power. The book is illustrated with a number of good photographs 
of atomic factories, power stations and equipment. (338) 


TYPES OF RURAL ECONOMY. Studies in World Agriculture. René 
Yumont. Translated from the French by Douglas Magnin. Methuen, 45s. 1957. 
22 cm. $68 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 

An important contribution to existing literature on world food production. The 

author, Professor of Agricultural Economy in the University of Paris, presents a series 

of case studies involving a wide variety of farming systems in fifteen different regions 
or countries, ranging from Equatorial and North Africa, Viet-Nam and India, to most 

European countries. Seventy-five farms or villages are studied in great detail, with 

descriptions of their present status and organisation, their past evolution, and problems 

arising from technical change and economic development. At the same time the 
author presents his own views on the general problems of agricultural organisation

ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL PROBLEMS OF AUSTRALIA’S 
RURAL INDUSTRIES. D. B. Williams. Melbourne University Press (Mel- 
bourne, Australia), 27s.6d.

This analysis of the structure and problems of rural development in Australia by an 

economist from the Australian Bureau of Agricultural Economics is significant, as it 

assesses the value of government policy towards the improvement of agriculture in all 
its aspects. The survey covers the period from 1945 to 1956 and discusses the changing 
character of agricultural development brought about by economic factors and 
scientific and technical research. It stresses, however, the failure of government policy 
to deal with such practical problems as the provision of adequate capital and credit 
facilities for rural industries even though the fundamental contribution of these 
industries to Australia’s export earnings is recognised as a vital factor in the formu- 
lation of a national economic policy.

COAL AND STEEL IN WESTERN EUROPE. The Influence of 
Resources and Technology on Production. Norman J. G. Pounds and William N.

There is little material in English on the economic history of the coal and steel 

industries in Belgium, France and Germany, and this excellent study by the Professor 

of Geography in Indiana University and the Associate Professor of Economics in 
the University of North Carolina meets the need of both economic historians and 
students of industrial organisation. Beginning with the 18th century it describes, with 
the aid of statistical tables, the growth and technological changes of these industries, 
and explains their gradual reorganisation from numerous small independent works to 

a few great concerns represented in the European Coal and Steel Community.

West of England cloth has a world-wide reputation for fine quality, and was once 
the country’s principal export. Mr. Ponting’s account of its manufacture in Bristol 
and neighbouring districts from the 13th century onwards is based on authoritative 
information. Its particular value derives from the author’s long family connection 
with the industry and his own experiences as a member of one of the more important 
firms, enabling him to write clearly on technical points which sometimes cause 
difficulty to the historian. The book is light in style, with frequent anecdotes; it will 
appeal both to the general reader and the economic historian. (338-47) 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS IN INDIA, 1946-1956. A Personal 
Retrospect. C. D. Deshmukh. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 6/00.

Shri Deshmukh was from 1943 to 1949 Governor of the Reserve Bank of India, and 

from 1950 to 1956 held the Government portfolio of Finance; he is now a member 

of the Planning Commission. He was thus an obvious choice as holder of the first 

Dadabhai Naoroji Memorial Fellowship for his work in advancing the economic 

interests of the country. In these five lectures he gives an inside view of the formula- 

tion of India’s economic policy during the first critical years of the Indian Union, 
and, in summing up the developments, estimages the prospects of the Second Five

TAYLOR’S PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF MEDICAL 
JURISPRUDENCE. Vol. 2. 11th edition. Edited by Sir Sydney Smith assisted 
by Keith Simpson. The legal aspect revised by Gerald Howard. Psychiatry and 
the Law contributed by David Stafford-Clark. The Chemical Aspect revised by 
L. C. Nickolls. Churchill, 80s. 1957. 25-5 cm. 656 pages. Illustrations. References. 
Index. 

The most comprehensive British reference work on the subject covers not only the 

application of the physical, chemical, psychiatrical, and biological sciences to medical 

jurisprudence, but also advises on procedure, and in some detailed case reports 
indicates weaknesses in the conduct of the case and the presentation of the evidence. 

Vol. 2 has been much revised and references have been brought up to date. It deals 

first with sexual medical jurisprudence—excluding problems of the determination of 

sex which are covered in Vol. 1—and civil and criminal aspects of obstetrics. The 
larger part is concerned with toxicology: poisons are classified into main groups, 
and their source and method of occurrence, toxicity and fatal dose, duration, symp- 
toms, treatment and post-mortem appearances, and method of analysis, with case 
notes, are very fully considered. (340-6) 


ESSAYS ON THE CONSTITUTION OF PAKISTAN. K. J. Newman. 
Pakistan Co-operative Book Society (Dacca, East Pakistan). Rs.12/8. 1956. 22-5 cm. 
452 pages. Bibliography. 

The constitution of Pakistan was passed by a Constituent Assembly on February 29th, 

1956 after many years of discussions. This book, whose author, born a Sudetan 

German, is now head of the Department of Political Science in Dacca University, is 

a very useful survey of this important step forward in the history of Pakistan. An 

introductory section describes the political and administrative events leading up to 

the publication of the draft constitution in January, 1956. The text of the draft is 
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given in full, followed by essays on various aspects of it. The final section contains 
the amended form of the constitution, with comments on the principal amendments

THE LAW QUARTERLY REVIEW. Index to Volumes 1-72. Peter 
Allsop. Stevens & Sons, 42s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 338 pages. 

The Law Quarterly Review, first published in 1885, is the main English legal periodical. 

The greater part of this index is grouped under subject headings, with sub-divisions 

where necessary containing references to articles, notes and reviews on that branch 

of the law. In addition, there are tables of initials of writers, of contributors of articles, 

and lists of cases and statutes noted or discussed. (347-05) 


SALE OF GOODS. P. S. Atiyah. Pitman, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 232 pages. Index. 
This new book is not only a commentary on the Sale of Goods Act, but a general 
exposition of the modern English law on sale of goods, which will be useful both 
for practitioners and for students. The author considers that nearly sixty years after 
the Sale of Goods Act, 1893, the time has come to discard most of the older cases 
and to rely on modern authorities only. The book is in six parts, corresponding to 
the divisions of the Act. The first part is on the nature and formation of contracts of 
sale, parts two and three deal with the duties of the seller and buyer, part four covers 
the effects of the contract, and parts five and six the remedies of the seller and buyer.

THE CLAIMANT. Michael Gilbert. Constable, 18s.6d. 1957. 22-5 cm. 232 pages. 
A major sensation of the third quarter of the nineteenth century was the claim to the 
Tichborne title and estates by a man eventually declared to be an impostor. This was 
an extraordinary case of impersonation which provoked violent public controversy 
for and against the claimant, Arthur Orton, who had come to England from Australia 
thirteen years after Roger Tichborne’s presumed death by drowning. Early chapters 
deal with Orton’s early life, his journey to London, and the recognition he received, 
while the greater part of the book recounts the civil trial for possession of the Tich- 
borne estates and the subsequent criminal trial for perjury, as a result of which Orton 
received a sentence of fourteen years’ penal servitude. (347°6)

THE CIVIL SERVICE. Peter du Sautoy. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 164 pages. Index. 

Now that the British civil service is being accepted more and more as a model by the 

newly independent countries of the Commonwealth, and others, the formal text- 

books need to be supplemented by notes on hitherto unwritten tradition. This little 

book admirably meets the case. It describes the character, functions and organisation 

of the British civil service in contrast to those of other countries; in addition, it gives 

sensible advice on how far a civil servant may engage in politics, what are his day-to- 

day relationships with politicians, and what should be his attitude to the public.

HART’S INTRODUCTION TO THE LAW OF LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT AND ADMINISTRATION. 6th edition by William O. Hart. 
Butterworth, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. 872 pages. Index. 

This is the standard textbook on this subject for England and Wales, again edited by 

the Clerk of the London County Council. Since the last edition in 1952, changes 

have been considerable in the law of town and country planning, rating and housing, 
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licensing and food and drugs, amongst other subjects. The work remains in three 
parts: the first deals with the local authorities, covering subjects such as their areas, 
finance, bye-laws and administration of justice. Part two is on the central control 
over local authorities, and part three deals with local government services, such as 
public health, housing, police and education.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT IN SOUTHERN NIGERIA. A Manual 
of Law and Procedure under the Eastern Region Local Government Law, 1955, 
and the Western Region Local Government Law, 1952. Philip J. Harris. Cambridge 
University Press, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 360 pages. Index. 

Mr. Harris, Senior Lecturer in Local Government at the Nigerian College of Arts, 

Science and Technology, has also been a District Officer and has run courses in local 

government for the Extra-Mural Department of University College, Ibadan. His 

book, dealing with the new system of local government established in Nigeria during 
the last few years, and the first to be published on the subject, is a sound manual for 

Nigerian local executives and for students anywhere who aim at widening their 

knowledge of local government. It explains the whole system, including finance, 

and prints the laws in full. (352°0669) 


Military Science 
THE GREAT DETERRENT. A oollection of lectures, articles and 
broadcasts on the development of strategic policy in the nuclear age. Marshal of 
the Royal Air Force Sir John Slessor. Cassell, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 334 pages. Index. 
This series of twenty-three reproduced compositions illustrates the progressive 
thinking from 1933 to the present day of a recent Chief of the Air Staff, with Britain’s 
strategy as its theme and culminating in the nuclear deterrent. He reaches an opinion 
that British air policy disperses inadequate skilled man-power and research facilities 
over an area too wide for practical achievement while Russia concentrates her vast 
resources on carefully selected development. In his final article the author emphasises 
that today the free world must be a defensive whole with national economic policies 
framed within it. The book deserves a wide audience. (355°4)

BRITAIN’S AIR SURVIVAL. An Appraisement and Strategy for 
Success. Sir Roy Fedden. Introduction by Edward Lanchbery. Cassell, 11s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. 2 illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Few will question that British air power has declined in the last decade. Sir Roy 
Fedden, an outstanding authority, attributes this to the British Government and the 
aircraft industry for not having a progressive and co-ordinated policy. In this excellent 
book he fully substantiates his case by a masterly historical analysis and some revealing 
comparisons with competitive nations. His three main criticisms are: insufficient 
skilled manpower to develop the undenied inventive genius of British engineers; 
lack of leadership of the right quality to interpret the brilliance of technologists; and 
shortage of proper research facilities. After this judicial castigation, the author defines 
a programme to preserve Britain’s place as a major Power. (358-4)

H.M.S. WARSPITE. The Story of a Famous Battleship. S. W. Roskill. 
Collins, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Sources. Index. 

Captain Roskill, the historian of the war of 1939-1945 at sea, himself served as gunnery 

officer in a pre-war commission of a battleship which he rightly describes as ‘famous’, 
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and whose story he writes. For the Warspites, seven in all, have attracted more official 
battle-honours than any other series of ships in the Royal Navy, stretching as they 
do from 1596 to 1945. This book briefly takes account of earlier Warspites, but the 
bulk of it is properly given to the ship which, commissioned in 1915, last fired her 
main armament at Walcheren in 1944, and was present at all the most strenuous 
campaigns of World War II.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOMOSEXUAL OFFENCES 
AND PROSTITUTION. Home Office and Scottish Home Department. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 5s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 156 pages. Paper covers. (Command 
Paper 247) 

The main recommendations in the report of the Government Committee, appointed 

in 1954 and presided over by Sir John Wolfenden, are the removal of homosexual 

acts committed in private by consulting male adults out of the realm of criminal 

law and the considerable strengthening of the criminal law in connection with 

prostitution and solicitation for immoral purposes. (364-15)

THE URGE TO PUNISH. New Approaches to the Problem of Mental 
Irresponsibility for Crime. Henry Weihofen. Gollancz, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
224 pages. Index. 
The author, Professor of Law in the University of New Mexico, deals with the 
problem of how the law should assess the nature and degree of mental disturbance 
in those who are guilty of criminal acts. This problem has been topical in the United 
States, and in Britain it was considered in the report of the Royal Commission on 
Capital Punishment (1953). Much of the book is an analysis and criticism of the 
‘M’Naghten Rules’ regarding insanity, for which the author suggests an alternative 
and simpler ‘product test’, i.c., that an accused ‘is not criminally responsible if his 
unlawful act was the product of mental disease or mental defect’. In his last chapter, 
he shows himself as vigorously opposed to the death penalty. There are full notes.

THE LISTENING SCHOOLS. Educational Broadcasting by Sound and 
Television. K. V. Bailey. British Broadcasting Corporation, 7s.6d. 19$7. 21-5 cm. 
184 pages. Illustrations (3 in colour). Index. 

This account of educational broadcasting by sound and television provides an excellent 

guide to the history, organisation and output of broadcasts to schools in Great Britain, 

and assesses the part these play in education today. The author, who is concerned with 
the classroom rather than the studio, discusses the way in which school broadcasting 
fits into the national pattern of education, considers some of the problems met with 

by teachers using broadcasts and develops ideas for broadcast teaching. There is a 

useful bibliography of works on school broadcasting published since 1945.

Dr. Vernon describes the process of learning to read, and the different types of 
reading disability. She discusses the factors causing disability, including both innate 
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and acquired personal defects, and external influences. Five actual cases are outlined 
in an appendix, and there is a bibliography of some 350 references. This scholarly 
analysis should lay the foundation for a more scientific approach to the problems of 
preventing and overcoming backwardness in reading. (372°4) 


PURPOSE IN THE CURRICULUM. Stanley Nisbet. University of 
London Press, 10s.6d. 19$7. 19°5 cm. 192 pages. Index. 
The Professor of Education in the University of Glasgow suggests that ‘intermediate 
practical objectives’ in education, as distinct from general and particular aims, should 
be devised and studied. These objectives are of two kinds: the child’s adjustment to 
his environment and his personal growth. The subjects of the curriculum are 
examined in detail to show how far the teaching of each can fulfil the given objectives. 
The author urges his readers to make their own assessment of the values of individual 
subjects rather than accept uncritically those which he has put forward. The book 
will interest teachers of varying degrees of experience who think seriously about the 
purpose of their teaching. (375) 


OXFORD LIFE. Dacre Balsdon. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
280 pages. Illustrations. Plan. Index. 
In this outstanding book the author, an Oxford don, successfully achieves his aim of 
showing Oxford University as a living organism by describing a typical academic 
year, and giving attention to the internal life of a college as the core of Oxford life. 
All the elements which contribute to giving an individual character to each of the 
three terms are seen in the various university and college meetings, the under- 
graduates in their developing career, the work of the dons, the academic, sporting 
and social events and the changing face of nature in college gardens and the country- 
side. Mr. Balsdon gives a happy novel touch, in every sense, to his narrative by his 
creation of a fictional college, two undergraduates and two dons. He has many 
amusing anecdotes of Oxonians past and present, and gives valuable insight into the 
many modern problems exercising students and dons alike. (378-42)

WIVES WHO WENT TO COLLEGE. Judith Hubback. Heinemann, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 172 pages. Index. 

Mrs. Hubback, herself a Cambridge graduate with children, conducted an extensive 
enquiry in 1953 to discover the way of life and general attitudes of British married 
university women. She asked how far such women were resigned to domestic work; 
how many of them managed, or hoped, to continue or resume their professional 
occupations; and how far matters were complicated by overtiredness or money 
matters, including high taxation. Her findings are presented clearly and humorously, 
with frequent quotations from candid replies of individual housewives. The book 
is an Original contribution to the study of a growing problem of the western world.

MORE STORIES FROM THE ARABIAN NIGHTS. As translated 
from the Arabic by Sir Richard Burton. Edited and arranged with an Introduction 
by Julian Franklyn. Arthur Barker, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations by 
McDonald Sinclair. Glossary by Eric Partridge. 

The best-known stories from The Arabian Nights are as familiar as nursery tales, but 

western editors have tended to reprint only those possessing a well-constructed plot 
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and to overlook the characteristic oriental story in which the sub-plot often over- 
whelms the original theme. The editor writes an extremely interesting introduction 
and his selection is thoroughly representative; the stories, so often apparently amoral, 
really inculcate, he points out, a characteristically oriental moral of steadfastness in 
adversity. Sir Richard Burton’s celebrated translation, shorn of the verse passages 
and the notorious footnotes, is archaic in style but does much to reproduce the spirit 
of the original.

CASSELL’S GERMAN & ENGLISH DICTIONARY. Based on 
the editions by Karl Breul completely revised and re-edited by Harold T. 
Betteridge. Cassell, 30s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 680 pages. Indexes. 

The long-awaited revision of Professor Breul’s dictionary restores the volume to the 

place it once held as the premier medium-sized work of its kind. Apart from the 

obsolescence to which every dictionary is eventually subject, the main defects of the 
older book were the ugly Gothic type and the tendency to stilted translations. It has 
been entirely reset in Latin type and the unnecessary phonetic transcription eliminated 
in the German part, except in special cases, but retained in the English section. Other 
sensible changes have been incorporated and, in particular, far more has been done 
to show the case required after verbs, etc., while the copious illustrative sentences, 
as in the earlier editions, are an extremely important feature. As Dr. Betteridge justly 
claims, this work has to all intents and purposes been rewritten. Without denying his 
debt to his predecessors, he has much enriched the reference resources available to 
students at all levels.

PURE SCIENCE 


REASON AND CHANCE IN’ SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY. 
R. Taton. Translated from the French by A. J. Pomerans. Hutchinson, 30s. 1957. 
23*5 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Indexes. 

René Taton is editor of a large work on the history of science now in course of 

publication in France. His thorough knowledge of the development of several 

branches of science allows him to choose a number of cases to illustrate the different 
factors which enter into scientific discovery—systematic work, logic, intuition, 
chance, error. The subject is presented as a series of essays rather than a connected 
treatise. Dr. Taton is well acquainted with the work of thinkers like Henri Poincaré, 

Hadamard, Bernard, Nicole, and de Broglie, and not the least valuable part of the 

book is his summarising of their views on the nature of science. Apart from an 

occasional unfamiliarity with specialised terminology the translator has done a good 


job. (sor)

This latest edition of a most useful work, first published in 1920, has been reset and 

now incorporates some 14,000 terms. These include many new ones, and much 

material has been added to those previously present. As well as presenting a derivation 
and a definition, it gives, in most cases, a list of applications, and for many words 
there are additional definitions. At the same time, a successful attempt is made to 

indicate current British and American pronunciations. The work is prefaced by a 
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list of abbreviations which, surprisingly, does not include those for any biochemical 
substances other than hormones. It is, however, a measure of the book’s success that 
one secks topics from outside the limits the compilers have set themselves. —_ (503) 


THE SCIENCE MUSEUM. The First Hundred Years. H.M. Stationery

The Science Museum in London boasts a collection of historical and technical objects 
unsurpassed anywhere in the world. Taking its origin from the opening of the 
‘South Kensington Muscum’, it celebrates its centenary this year, and the staff have 
collaborated in this volume to commemorate the event. Following a brief history of 
the Museum, twenty-one of the interesting exhibits are described. The book is well 
written for the general reader and well produced.

MODERN COMPUTING METHODS. National Physical Laboratory.

These useful, authoritative and clearly written notes on computation, based on 
lectures given by members of the staff of the Mathematics Division at the National 
Physical Laboratory as part of a vacation course attended by representatives of 
industrial firms, fall into three parts. In the first four chapters algebraic problems 
(linear equations, matrices and latent roots) are considered. The next five chapters on 
analytical problems concern finite differences, ordinary and partial differential 
equations. The last three chapters comprise relaxation methods, the tabulation and 
computation of mathematical functions. The book’s value is enhanced by a detailed 
bibliography and appendices on the mechanical differential analyser and an example 
of the use of DEUCE.

PROBLEMS IN ORDINARY DIFFERENTIAL EQUATIONS.

In books on the numerical solution of differential equations, more attention has been 

given to solutions satisfying initial conditions than to those satisfying boundary 

conditions, not because the latter problem is less important, but because the relevant 
techniques are generally more complex and have been less thoroughly developed. 

Dr. Fox has performed a most valuable service in writing this comprehensive volume, 

carefully designed to meet the needs of the practical computer; every worth-while 

method is discussed, save those for which an automatic high-speed machine is 
essential, and the methods are fully illustrated by worked examples. Though pure 
theory is here subsidiary to practice, convenience is not allowed to exclude the study 
of precision and accuracy; estimation and correction of errors are fully dealt with. 
This initial volume sets a very high standard for the series. (517°6)

INTRODUCTION TO THE MECHANICS OF _ STELLAR 
SYSTEMS. Rudolf Kurth. Pergamon Press, 55s. 1957. 22 cm. 184 pages.

This book is based on lectures to university students at Manchester, Berlin, and 
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Berne. It provides a bird’s-eye view of the present state of the subject as well as a 
useful introduction, complete with notes on the literature, and examples (with hints 
for solution). Newtonian theory and neglect of the influence of interstellar matter 
are assumed throughout. Of the three alternative techniques, according to which 
stellar systems are regarded (i) as assemblies of gravitating particles, or (ii) as gravitating 
continua in 6-dimensional position-velocity space, or (iii) from the point of view of 
statistical mechanics, attention is mainly confined to (i) and (ii). Theoretical research 
is related throughout to observational data. (523-8)

He tells the history of alchemy, centred on the colourful 

personalities of the old alchemists, and completes the story with a couple of chapters 

on the rise of modern chemistry.

Protection against Corrosion, Batteries and Accumulators, Electrochemistry of 

Semi-Conductors, Electrochemical Kinetics. The proceedings are almost entirely in 

English, the main exceptions being the summaries of discussions where languages are 

those originally used. This record of the meeting is well arranged and well produced.

This work is arranged in four sections. The first deals with the theory of polarography, 

with modern developments of this technique and with instrumentation, the second 

covers the polarographic behaviour of the elements and the application of polaro- 
graphy in inorganic analysis, the third is devoted to polarography of organic 
substances, and the fourth describes the amperometric titration method and of 
analytical applications. All important literature on polarography up to the end its 

1955 is covered, and there are up-to-date accounts of other electroanalytical tech- 

niques, such as controlled-potential electrolysis, coulometry, coulometric titrations. 

This is a book which will be of value in industry, in technical colleges and universities.

ANCIENT LANDSCAPES. Studies in Field Archaeology. John Bradford.

While articles and single chapters dealing with air photography have been numerous, 
there has been a surprising absence of authoritative books. Mr. Bradford now fills 
the gap with a very substantial volume. Intended primarily for experts, it has been 
written in a way to make it easily comprehensible to anyone seriously interested in 
this vital instrument of archaeological detection. After a full account of aims and 
methods, the rest of the book is concerned with their application to particular regions 
and types of monument, most of them from the Mediterranean area. The most 
important of these special subjects are Etruscan Burial mounds; neolithic villages in 
Apulia; Roman farms and the vast gridworks of Roman centuriated field systems; 
city plans from classical times to the sixteenth century. Mr. Bradford has left 
imaginative insights to his readers, but his material is well able to evoke them.

has developed important but still controversial views—particularly on the diffusion 
of neolithic cultures in the Mediterranean. Many of these ideas, together with new, 
unpublished material, appear unexpectedly in a contribution to a popular series. 

The book is fairly stiff reading and more suited to the specialist than to the general

INDIANS ON HORSEBACK. Gustaf Bolinder. Dennis Dobson, 25s.

The Guajira peninsula, projecting into the Caribbean, is, with its arid plains and hills, 
in sharp contrast to neighbouring areas of Colombia and Venezuela. In this exacting 
environment a race of nomadic and warlike herdsmen have maintained largely 
unchanged their organisation, language, and law. These nomads are horsemen, and 
thus unique among the natives of America. Professor Bolinder, the Swedish 
anthropologist, who first visited them thirty-five years ago, gives a meticulous and 
detailed account of their way of life and of his experiences among them. Two brief 
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later visits, the last in 1955, have enabled him to indicate the changes which external 
influences have wrought. Though of value mainly to anthropologists, this percipient 
account will appeal to the lay reader interested in the way other people live.

This impressive new edition of a work first published in 1924 has been entirely 

rewritten in the light of subsequent research. The author gives an historical survey 

of the theories of the origin of life held by men from ancient times, and the immense 
bibliography shows that he is in touch with the work of biochemists, past and present, 
of many nations. To the excellent exposition of the biochemical evidence it is 
impossible to do justice in a short review, but, briefly, he gives the evidence of the 
abiogenic formation of organic compounds on earth. He also explains how non-living 
multi-molecular systems may have arisen in the primaeval ocean and quotes experi- 
mental work on their laboratory production in ‘coacervate drops’. “The fundamental 
organisation of living matter is its organisation in time’ is an idea which he stresses 
and he goes far towards showing how this may be brought about. (574)

Here twelve papers presented at the symposium held in September 1956 at University 

College, London, are collected together with references to the literature and subse-

in bacteria, higher plants, animals and man. Certain physiological aspects, psycho- 
logical changes, genetic variations and nutrition are fully considered, and practical 
considerations are dealt with in papers on demographic aspects, functional changes in 
relation to the employment of the elderly and working life as a measure of ageing in 
men and animals.

His survey covers most aspects of modern 

work and theory on the distribution and regulation of animal populations in the wild, 

with special attention to invertebrates. He has chosen to give relatively few examples 
of population research, but deals with each fully, so that research workers and students 
in related biological subjects, as well as interested laymen, can get a broad idea, with

The story is loosely slung around the pursuit and 
final killing of a large stag with deformed antlers, but its greatest appeal to all 
naturalists and those who love wild country lies in the successful conveying of the 
atmosphere of a deer forest and of the excitement and laboriousness of stalking. The 
style is simple and lively and the observation, both of men and country, acute. It is 
valuable to have this account of an ecologically important animal from the stalker’s

This enlarged edition of an admirably presented pharmacopoeia contains descriptions 
of over 1,400 proprietary products manufactured in Great Britain. Their arrangement 
is alphabetical by drug, and each drug is described in a monograph giving full details 
under headings which are as nearly as possible standard throughout the text: namely, 
Composition, Pharmacology, Indications, Side Effects and Contra-indications, 
Dosage and Administration and Packings. Any British legislation covering sale and 
distribution is mentioned in a footnote. At the end there are indexes of discontinued 
products, medical conditions with appropriate drugs, and lists giving manufacturers’ 
addresses in the United Kingdom and overseas. (610-3) 


LECTURES ON THE SCIENTIFIC BASIS OF MEDICINE. Vol. V: 
1955-56. British Postgraduate Medical Federation. University of London: Athlone 
Press, 458. 1957. 22 cm. 486 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. 

The subjects of these well documented lectures, which are given each winter to 

postgraduate students and young research workers, are selected as examples of 

developments in the basic sciences which have contributed or are expected to 
contribute to advances in clinical medicine. Specialists discuss twenty-six topics, 
which range, to mention a few, over experimental hypothermia in animals and the 
effects of cold on man, gastric digestive function, and the physiology of nasal

circulation and of the lower oesophagus and cardia; over tissue structure and processes, 
toxicity, endocrine carcinogenesis, the conditions of foetal life, microscopy, the 
nutrition of micro-organisms, and radiation.

The introductory chapter on certain aspects of medical research, now an 
important feature of each report, this year includes the Council’s statement on 
smoking and lung cancer. Among twelve other subjects chosen for discussion are 
poliomyelitis vaccination, filariasis, protein deficiency in man, growth and renal 
function, microbial genetics, radiation and leukaemia, and a mass spectrometer for 
gas analysis in respiratory research and clinical practice.

(Modern Nursing Series) 
This volume by the Professor of Anatomy, St. Thomas’s Hospital Medical School, 
London, covers the anatomy section of the Preliminary State Examination of the 
General Nursing Council. Illustrated with clear, plainly labelled line drawings, the 
text, after general chapters, is arranged systematically, and then revised in a chapter 
dealing with regional and surface anatomy. For those specialising in paediatric 
nursing, Professor Davies gives an account of the anatomy of the newborn and of 
postnatal growth. Physiotherapists and radiographers in training, as well as nurses, 
will find this a lucid, straightforward textbook. (611-073) 


PHYSICAL METHODS IN PHYSIOLOGY. W. T. Catton. Pitman, 
428. 1957. 19 cm. 388 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 
Mr. Catton’s practical reference book will interest students of physiology and physics. 
It is probably unique among such works in the English language in that, omitting 
medical aspects, it concentrates upon standard physical techniques used in physio- 
logical research, considering methods used in investigations of the cardiovascular 
system, and on muscle and peripheral nerve. The author discusses the physical basis 
of body heat exchanges and electronics in physiology. Subjects already fully treated 
elsewhere, such as electrocardiography, electroencephalography and special sense 
physiology, are excluded. The book gives references to world literature. (612-072) 


REPORT ON CONFIDENTIAL ENQUIRIES INTO MATERNAL 
DEATHS IN ENGLAND AND WALES, 1952-1954. Amold L. 
Walker, A. J. Wrigley, A. D. Marston, Katherine M. Hirst and W. J. Martin. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 3s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 66 pages. Paper covers. (Reports on 
Public Health and Medical Subjects, No. 97) 

The authors’ aim is to make better known among those concerned with midwifery 

the frequency and causes of maternal deaths and how these can be prevented. The 

report is based on individual case records and on any additional information which 
could be obtained of the 1,094 deaths which occurred in England and Wales during 
the three years under review. The authors adopt the conception of the Departmental 

Committee on Maternal Mortality and Morbidity in its findings of 1930, of primary 
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avoidable factors in causation, and also consider in detail the five main causes of 
death, toxaemia, haemorrhage, abortion, pulmonary embolism and heart disease, and 
also deaths due to Caesarian section and complications of anaesthesia. (614-1) 


THE USES OF EPIDEMIOLOGY. J. N. Morris. Livingstone, 17s.6d. 
1957. 22 cm. 144 pages. Graphs. References. Index. 
The Director of the Social Medicine Research Unit of the Medical Research Council 
defines the subject of his monograph for students of medicine, both clinical and 
preventive, as ‘the study of health and disease of populations and groups’. By disease 
in this case, non-communicable disease is very largely implied. Drawing upon research 
projects with which he has for the most part been actively concerned, Dr. Morris 
describes seven uses of epidemiology: in historical studies of community health, and 
in community diagnosis of health and disease, in the analysis of the workings of a 
health service, and the assessment of individuals’ chances of disease, in completing 
the clinical picture and in identifying syndromes, and finally in the search for causes 
of health and disease.

SPORTS INJURIES: Their Prevention and Treatment. Donald F. Feather-

Mr. Featherstone is a physiotherapist who has had exceptional experience among 
athletes, including footballers, cricketers and a speedway team. He discusses general 
principles of examination and diagnosis, and then fully describes, for the physio- 
therapist, his physical methods and psychological approach, which, together with 
his skilful co-operation with the doctor, are commended in a preface by Sir Arthur 
Porritt. In dealing with the various types of injury of which he gives case histories, 
Mr. Featherstone elucidates his ‘pressure’ treatment, designed for the professional, 
and home treatment for the amateur. A useful, well-illustrated book for those con- 
cerned with the care of athletes. (615-8) 


ATOMIC ENERGY IN MEDICINE. K. E. Halnan. Butterworth, 145s.

This volume is intended as an introduction to the subject, and for those with some 

basic knowledge of medicine or physics needing a readable conspectus it can be 

recommended. Dr. Halnan gives enough basic nuclear physics to elucidate radio- 
biology, the uses of radioactive isotopes in medical research, in diagnosis, in cancer 
treatment, diseases of the thyroid gland and blood. He also deals with the hazards

The aim of the editors, professors of clinical and chemical pathology, respectively, in 

London University, is to provide medical men with an account of the biochemical 

processes underlying disease and to indicate to biochemists the trends of current 

investigation and possibly fruitful lines of research. Accordingly, thirty-one authors, 
nine of whom are American, contribute twenty articles on the disease groups which 
are their special study. These deal with the subject from the point of view of the 

organ-system, give a comprehensive view of pathogenesis and diagnosis, and have a 

practical bearing on medical and surgical treatment. Although details of biochemical 

tests are omitted, the clinical implications of their findings are discussed. The subjects 
covered are for the most part those in which biochemical advances have been marked.

haemorrhage and thrombosis, or cardio-respiratory crises, or arise from anaesthesia 
or therapy, acute abdominal or obstetrical cases, fits, coma, electrocution, burns and 
gassing, poisoning, acute psychiatric states, or require special or minor surgery. 

Most of the emergencies are indeed matters of life and death, while some are 

emergencies from the personal angle. An interesting and particularly topical article

This edition retains its essential 
character, dealing first with the standard techniques, then with special processes, 
such as dark-ground illumination and fluorescence microscopy, and with methods 
for special organs, tissues and cell components. Finally, there are chapters on tech- 
niques used in the microscopical examination of morbid changes and of parasites in 
tissues and in relevant clinical investigations. Dr. Carleton adds useful notes to his 
concise instructions; these advise the histologist on how to meet the practical difficul- 
ties which may arise.

A Sub-Committee on the Rehabilitation and Resettlement of the Disabled under 

the Chairmanship of Mr. R. Langdale Kelham is responsible for this useful memoran- 


dum for those in the United Kingdom and overseas concerned with such problems. 
It deals with the parts played by the various specialised services, immediate post- 
operative treatment, exercises for the stump, training in the use of the limb, and 
follow-up and welfare. In appendices, step-by-step instructions are given for exercises 
and also advice on surgical technique, followed by the views of the delegates from 
various countries on optimum sites for amputations, measurements of stumps, and a 
list of appliances. The illustrations are most helpful. (617) 


THE NORMAL CHILD. Some Problems of the First Five Years and 
Their Treatment. Ronald S. Illingworth. 2nd edition. Churchill, 33s. 1957. 24 cm. 
368 pages. Illustrations. References. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Illingworth’s account for family doctors, and doctors in the pre-school 

child welfare service, of variations commonly encountered in the health of the normal 

child is now extended to range over the first five instead of the first three years. 

Accordingly, there is some new material in the thoroughly revised and up-to-date 

text, including 200 new references in the bibliography. The subject is still divided 

into four sections, covering problems of feeding, and physical, developmental, and— 

longest of them—behaviour problems. (618-9)

TRANSDUCTORS AND MAGNETIC AMPLIFIERS. A. G. Milnes. 
Macmillan, 63s. 1957. 25-5 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

A scholarly book, which contains matter suitable for beginners as well as for experts. 

For the former there are chapters, mathematically simplified, on introductory theory, 
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construction and elementary circuit technique, magnetic amplifier applications, four- 
limbed transductors, magnetic core devices and reset transductors. Chapters on 
series transductor theory and auto-self-excited circuit behaviour provide more 
advanced reading for the enterprising. The specialist will be satisfied by discussions 
of push-pull circuit theory, a.c.-control behaviour, three-phase circuits and transistor 
control of magnetic amplifiers. Dr. Milnes is attached to the Royal Aircraft Establish- 
ment at Farnborough and much of what he writes is based on his own practical 
investigations. While his book is mainly analytical, much practical information is also 
included to make it useful not only for teaching purposes but also of value to designers 
and to users of magnetic amplifiers in industry. (621-314) 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF TRANSISTORS. J. Evans. 
Heywood, 45s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
A concise account of transistor technology, excluding applications. The book covers 
basic theory and measurement of parameters of semiconductors, theory and prepara- 
tion of the p-n junction, junction and point-contact transistors, measurement of 
transistor parameters and the manufacture of transistors, special types of transistors, 
and silicon and other transistor materials. The book is written mainly for newcomers 
and it is a good practical introduction to the subject which can be followed up via 
the bibliography provided. The author has been working on industrial transistor 
physics from its early stages. (621-34) 


TELECOMMUNICATIONS. An Introductory Textbook for Engineering

A monumental source of information on all the fundamental aspects of communica- 

tion engineering covering theory, circuits, and apparatus. The main emphasis is on 

basic principles applied to present practice in telegraphy, telephony, and general radio 
communication. The subject matter is clearly and logically presented and the text is 
well illustrated throughout. The book contains a good collection of examples and 
references, and many fully worked out problems. The author is Lecturer in the 
Department of Electrical Engineering, King’s College, London. (621-38)

THE MEASUREMENT OF SOIL PROPERTIES IN THE TRI- 
AXIAL TEST. Alan W. Bishop and D. J. Henkel. Edward Arnold, 70s. 1957. 
25*5 cm. 198 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

In the first of the four parts of this book the basic principles underlying strength and 

deformation measurement are discussed in relation to the practical problems commonly 

encountered in soil mechanics. Part II contains descriptions of the principal features 
of triaxial apparatus including the pore-pressure, volume-change, and load-measuring 
equipment. Part III describes the carrying out of standard tests and includes all types 
al triaxial tests likely to be required by the consulting engineer dealing with soil 
problems. Part IV is devoted to those tests likely to be encountered only in research 
laboratories. The illustrations are excellent, the text is concise and clear and the 
approach always cautious and scholarly. Dr. Bishop is Reader in Soil Mechanics and 
Mr. Henkel a Lecturer in Civil Engineering in London University. Their book is a 
very valuable contribution to the literature of soil mechanics. (624-151)

MAN INTO SPACE. New Projects for Rocket and Space Travel. 
Hermann Oberth. Translated from the German by G. P. H. de Freville. Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson, 25s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
The author, who has become known as the ‘father of space travel’, published his first 
book on this subject in 1923 at the age of thirty. Many of the startling ideas expounded 
in that book have become reality. In the present book he sets forth his current ideas 
on earth satellites, space stations, and interplanetary travel, in language which can be 
understood by those with little background in the physical sciences. For the more 
advanced reader, an appendix gives the mathematical proof of many of the theories 
expounded in the text. There are one or two rather puzzling passages, but these are 
probably the result of translation rather than confusion in the mind of the author.

The Farmers and Settlers’ Association of New South Wales, the oldest organisation 
of primary producers in Australia, was established in June, 1893, and has become a 
powerful body influential in every sphere of farmers’ interests and recognised by all 
organisations concerned with rural production. In many fields of social, economic and 
political life, the Association has protected and fought for improved conditions and 
rights for its members—land settlement, arbitration and awards in rural industries, 
marketing problems, the extension of agricultural education all come within the 
scope of its activities. William Bayley has produced a scholarly and lucid history of 
the development of the Association and of the men who have moulded its character 
and policy.

This new edition has been enlarged and revised to include 
the most recent power and machinery developments, and in consideration of current 
economic conditions. Mr. Culpin writes in a clear, concise style, and his text is well 
illustrated by photographs and diagrams.

He gives a broad outline of all the latest advances in 
soil technology, embracing the topics of soil formation and structure, the inhabitants 
of the soil, man’s control of it, and various other features of agricultural significance. 
The chapters on micro-organisms, small animals, and fungi living in the soil are 
especially fascinating.

Prepared in collaboration with the Fruit Group of the National 

Agricultural Advisory Service, it deals in turn with planning of orchard spraying, 

modern machinery and equipment, and practical considerations, and includes a help- 

ful range of photographs and appendices. A handy reference work for all fruit growers 

at home and overseas.

SHELTERBELTS AND MICROCLIMATE. J. M. Caborn. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 173.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps.

The Bulletin summarises comprehensively the available evidence of the biological 
and microclimatic influences of shelterbelts and their economic significance with 
reference to agriculture and forestry. The application of previous research to require- 
ments in Great Britain is considered and certain conclusions regarding layout are 
derived. Wind tunnel studies were initiated to investigate the effects of width and 
profile on the leeward areas. Field studies concentrated on assessing their efficiency 
by effects on wind abatement, general structure and silvicultural condition. The 
practical application of these results on the design and maintenance of shelterbelts and 
the eventual determination of the ideal shelterbelt are discussed. (634°95)

SIMPLE FLOWERS. ‘A Millionaire for a Few Pence’. Constance Spry. Dent 
12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 78 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Index. 
The sub-title exactly indicates the scope of this small book, in which this leading 
exponent in the art of floral decoration generously passes on some of the results of her 
years of successful experimenting in both growing and arranging flowers and suggests 
methods of using to the best advantage the simplest and most readily available 
material, wild and cultivated. The creation of the forty arrangements illustrated is 
described step by step, with helpful practical advice on the selection of material (for 
colour, scent, etc.), on suitable varieties to grow (with cultural hints), the preservation 
of specimens and the choice of receptacles. (635-96) 
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Livestock 
THE SWIFT RUNNER. Racing Speed through the Ages, including 
standard points of its foundation breed, the Marathon Runner. Lady Wentworth. 
Allen & Unwin, 45s. 1957. 28°5 cm. 146 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour). 
It is high praise that this erudite and comprehensive book is worthy of its subject, 
the racehorse, and its production is on the same plane. The late Lady Wentworth 
was an eminent horse-breeder of world reputation and this work, although a model 
study for the specialist, should find its way into many hands. It begins by establishing 
the “Swift Runner’ as the Arabian Horse of 4,000 years ago, the only racing breed 
until the 17th century. In her fluent and forceful historical tracing of the descent of 
the English thoroughbred from the true Arab of Arabia, the source of all speed and 
quality, the author successfully disposes of some long-standing fallacies. Speed and 
stamina are next examined, followed by a minutely detailed description of the 
authentic Arabian type of today. The final section is a close study of the Anglo-Arab, 
the modern thoroughbred with a recross of Arab. (636-1) 


GOAT HUSBANDRY. David Mackenzie. Faber, 36s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 350 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This is probably the most comprehensive work ever published on the subject of goat- 
keeping. The author writes from long experience as a breeder and dairyman, and an 
intimate knowledge of goat-farming systems in various parts of the British Isles. He 
deals with all aspects of breeding and general management in detail, offering sound 
advice on systems and methods for profit, and devotes several chapters to goat dairy 
produce. Illustrations and appendices are particularly helpful. Mr. Mackenzie’s book 
should be widely read by domestic and commercial goat-keepers both at home and 
overseas.

MODERN POULTRY HUSBANDRY. Leonard Robinson. 4th edition, 
revised.

This fourth edition of Mr. Robinson’s book, which was first published in 1948, has 

been completely revised in the light of recent advances in poultry practice in Great 

Britain during the past few years. It remains the best handbook of its kind, being fully 

comprehensive and at the same time written in an easily followed style, which makes 

it equally suitable for students, beginners and practical poultrymen. There is an 

excellent range of photographs, diagrams and tables.

As in the five earlier reports in this series, this volume describes the diets of British 

households of various sizes in different income groups, distinguishing between urban 

and rural groups. Its many statistical tables are presented in minute detail to show, for 
example, the percentage of households buying liquid, condensed or dried milk, those 
buying each of various kinds of meat, fish, fats, fruit, vegetables, and so on, the energy 
and nutrient contents of typical diets, and average expenditures. The report is 
extremely interesting, more especially, perhaps, to dieticians and those engaged on 
social and economic research.

OUTLINE OF WORK STUDY. Part Ill. Work Measurement. British

use of material, equipment and manpower, the present volume is concerned with the 
application of techniques which shall determine as accurately as possible the amount 
and type of work involved in an undertaking by measuring the standard of perform- 
ance of a qualified worker. Numerous examples are given of the methods of time 
study, much of the material having been made available by Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., which has used it in connection with the many successful work study 
courses provided for its staff.

THE PROPERTIES AND TESTING OF PLASTICS MATERIALS. 
A. E. Lever and J. Rhys. Temple Press, 30s. 1957. 25-5 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams.

The authors have long had close connections with the plastics industry, and are well 

qualified to carry out their aim of assembling for ready reference the literature on the 

testing of plastics. The book is not designed for reading but is a directory of references. 

It covers physical, thermal, optical, electrical and chemical properties, identification 

and analysis of plastics comprehensively, and is up to date, but the appendix dealing 

with special tests is less adequate. A list of Standards Organisations adds to the value 

of this very useful addition to the plastics worker’s library. (668-41)

BEHAVIOUR OF METALS AT ELEVATED TEMPERATURES. 
Lectures delivered at the Institution of Metallurgists Refresher Course, 1956. Iliffe 
for the Institution of Metallurgists, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 130 pages. Diagrams. References. 

In this volume of papers by distinguished metallurgists in the field of high temperature 

applications, N. P. Allen discusses the effect of high temperatures on engineering 

properties and the principles to be followed in developing alloys for satisfactory 
service. G. E. Meikle deals with the effect of temperatures below 450° C on metals 
generally, with particular reference to aircraft and missile components, and includes 
comments on kinetic heating, which is of ever-increasing importance. L. B. Pfeil’s 
paper considers the effect of temperatures above 500°C on non-ferrous metals and 
indicates where improvement is being sought. Finally, W. E. Bardgett describes the 
use of various steels for high temperature service. The book can be strongly recom- 
mended to all with an interest in this field. (669-016) 


Textile Manufacture 


THE PHYSICAL PROPERTIES OF COTTON. A. N. Gulati. Asia 
Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.10/50. 1957. 22 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Until recently Dr. Gulati was a Senior Scientific Officer at the Technological 

Laboratories of the Indian Central Cotton Committee, and he has drawn on his 

experience over twenty-eight years in writing this book. Most of the chapters provide 

a review of a wide range of testing methods and instruments used in the determination 

of a particular physical characteristic of either raw cotton or yarns. Space precludes 

an exhaustive treatment of cach topic, but nevertheless many limitations of the 
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methods are discussed and frequent references are made to original published papers. 
The book is one of few on the subject and will be of interest and practical use to most 
textile technology students. (677-2) 


Building Construction 
STONES OF BRITAIN. B. C. G. Shore. Leonard Hill, 66s. 1957. 25-5 cm. 
314 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Colonel Shore, who is technical adviser to the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings, has compiled what he describes as ‘a pictorial guide to those in charge of 
valuable buildings’. His intention, therefore, is to help not only architects and builders, 
who are often woefully ignorant of the geological and chemical factors involved in 
the use and maintenance of building stones, but also the interested layman. The book 
is divided into four parts, the first of which is largely introductory; the second con- 
siders the properties of particular stones used in building in Britain; the third deals in 
some detail with many aspects of the vitally important subject of conservation, and 
the fifth is devoted to stones for new buildings and for sculptures. It is simply written, 
extremely informative and generously illustrated. (693-1)

Town and Country Planning 
HOUSING IN GREAT BRITAIN. Herbert Ashworth. Thomas Skinner, 
7s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 158 pages. 
A textbook which is really a combined and revised edition of two booklets, Housing: 
Demand and Supply and Housing Standards, published in 1946 and 1947 respectively. 
The author, a leading member of the building society movement, provides a sound 
guide to and a clear exposition of housing policy and practice, particularly of the post- 
war years. Those studying this topic for professional and social science examinations 
will find the summaries of legislation and official reports useful. The book will also 
serve as an admirable introduction for the general reader to official achievement in 
the fields of housing and town planning. (711-58) 


SPORTS BUILDINGS AND PLAYING FIELDS. Richard Sudell 
and D. Tennyson Waters. Batsford, 63s. 1957. 255 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

A comprehensive study in English of the design and construction of sports buildings 

and playing ficlds has long been badly needed, and this extremely informative and 

sensibly illustrated book should be welcomed by all who may be called upon to 
consider the provision of recreational facilities. Its range extends from children’s play- 
grounds to large stadia, and particular attention has been wisely directed to siting, 
landscaping and visual enjoyment in general. The authors, a leading landscape 
architect, and his partner, an architect who specialises in the design of sports buildings, 
could hardly have been more appropriately chosen. (712-54)

CRUSADER CASTLES. Robin Fedden and John Thomson. Murray, 18s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

In 1950 Art and Technics published a brief history by Robin Fedden of the military 

architecture of the Crusades in Palestine, Syria and Cyprus. It was a valuable intro- 

duction to an enthralling subject, which had hitherto received little attention except

in the proceedings of certain learned societies and in the scholarly studies of Paul 
Deschamps. The present book, which has the same title but a different publisher, is an 
expanded edition of the earlier work, with an added section on the castles of Cilicia 
by John Thomson. (725°1) 


THE ENGLISH CATHEDRAL THROUGH THE CENTURIES. 
G. H. Cook. Phoenix House, 45s. 1957. 23 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Plans, 
Bibliography. Index. 

The author has won a high reputation in recent years for his several able studies of 

medieval church buildings in England. In this latest volume he has assembled a vast 

store of information concerning the planning, purpose, architecture, construction and 
subsequent evolution of the English cathedral down to the present day. Mr. Cook’s 
style is compact and precise, never pompous and, despite the length of this work 
which runs to 140,000 words, seldom dull. Not primarily a picture book, The English 
Cathedral is well illustrated and likely to be regarded as a standard source of reference 
for those who are not specialists. (726-5)

LATER ISLAMIC POTTERY: Persia, Syria, Egypt, Turkey. Arthur Lane. 
Faber, 45s. 1957. 26 cm. 150 pages of text. 104 plates (4 in colour). Map. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Faber Monographs on Pottery and Porcelain) 
This sequel to the author’s Early Islamic Pottery (1947) continues the study of the fine 
wares made in the Near East from about 1300 A.D. till modern times. Both Persian 
and Turkish pottery of all kinds (earthenware, ‘blue-and-white’, polychrome, lustre, 
etc.) is authoritatively reassessed and minutely discussed with frequent reference to the 
extensive collections at the Victoria & Albert Museum, London, where the author 
is Keeper of the Department of Ceramics. The section on Turkish pottery embodies 
much original research and gives for the first time an authentic account of the Isnik 
tiles, hitherto erroneously known as ‘Rhodian’ or “Damascus’ ware. As in other 
volumes in this series the plates are of a high standard. A list of marks and an 
Appendix giving extracts from early writings referring to Persian pottery are included.

There are 1,000 illustrations in this book, over 100 of them in colour, representing 

the advertising art of thirty-three countries. They cover Posters, Press Advertising, 

Direct Mail, Letter-heads, Showcards, Packaging, Wine Labels, Record Sleeves and 

Trade Marks. The quality of and developments and tendencies in advertising art over 

the year are reviewed by the editor. Anyone interested in or connected with adver- 

tising will want to have this volume for reference.

The editors’ foreword discusses contemporary domestic design and the discipline 

which it involves in face of shrunken floor space in the homes of today. Following 
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this Jaap Penraat, the distinguished Dutch architect and industrial designer, examines 
the influences which compel changes in domestic environment and the design of 
furnishings. The remainder of the book is devoted to illustrations, 520 in number 
with eighteen of them in colour, representing contemporary domestic design in 
twenty countries and covering Houses and Apartments (in Australia, Austria, 
Denmark, England, Norway and the United States); Interiors and Furnishing; 
Textiles, Wallpapers and Carpets; Tableware and Silver; Glass; Lighting; and 
Ceramics. Everyone interested in home furnishing and decoration will want to study 
this interesting volume.

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. A Comprehensive Survey. General Editor: 
Sir Frank Stenton. Phaidon Press, 47s.6d. 1957. 31 cm. 182 pages. Photographs 
(14 in colour) taken by Percy Hennell. Map drawn by K. C. Jordan. Bibliography. 
Index. 
The famous ‘Bayeux Tapestry’, made for and still preserved in the Normandy town 
of that name, is a pictorial strip of embroidered linen made in the late 11th century 
recording events in Anglo-Norman history culminating in the Battle of Hastings 
(1066). In this volume a detailed study of the various aspects of this unique textile, 
long famous as an artistic masterpiece of the first order, has been undertaken by a 
team of experts. Sir Frank Stenton gives the historical background; style and design 
is discussed by Professor Francis Wormald, technique by G. Wingfield Digby, arms 
and armour by Sir James Mann, costumes by J. L. Nevinson, and the history of the 
tapestry by its present curator Simone Bertrand. A commentary on the plates describ- 
ing each incident depicted is supplied by C. H. Gibbs-Smith and the book concludes 
with a list of the Latin inscriptions (with English translation) which occur in the work.

Imagery. F. M. Godfrey. Studio Publications, 45s. 1957. 29 cm. 176 pages. Illus- 
trations (4 in colour). Bibliography. 
The purpose of this book is to show how the relationship of Christ with the Apostles 
was pictorially developed during a period of more than a thousand years—from the 
6th century mosaics at Ravenna to paintings in the high baroque tradition of the 
17th-18th centuries. A hundred examples of paintings and mosaics have been brought 
together, illustrating twenty-eight episodes in the life and passion of Christ. Each 
section of the commentary is prefaced by a short quotation from the relevant passage 
in the New Testament. Both the religious and the artistic significance of the works 
of art are discussed in non-technical language which should interest anybody con- 
cerned with the representation of the Christian story in art. (755)

GRAPHIC ART OF JAPAN: The Classical School. Owen E. Holloway. 
Alec Tiranti, 30s. 1957. 19 cm. 142 pages of text. 126 illustrations (5 double-page 
colour plates). 
Most books on Japanese pictorial art written for western readers deal with the popular 
‘Japanese print’ produced in the modern capital of Tokyo. This pioneer work is an 
examination of the less well-known work of the Japanese engravers who lived in the 
cities of Kyoto and Osaka which were, until the end of the 18th century, the cultural 
centres of the country. Dr. Holloway’s text comprises a general account of Japanese 
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graphic art with a detailed appraisal of the printed ‘albums’ containing sets of en- 
gravings illustrating national and other themes which were issued by the artists of 
Kyoto, Osaka and elsewhere. A long introduction analyses the methods, medium 
and subject matter of the Japanese classical school of engraving. The book also 
includes a list of the chicf ‘albums’, and descriptive notes to the plates. (761-0952) 


Photography 
PHOTOGRAPHY YEAR BOOK 1958. Edited by Norman Hall and 
Basil Burton. ‘Photography’ Magazine, 30s. 1957. 27°5 cm. 224 pages. 176 photo- 
graphs. 
The editors present their choice from the many hundreds of photographs submitted 
to them from all over the world. The range is wide, covering action and incident, 
domestic studies, street scenes, landscape, nudes, still life, sport, animal and child 
studies, and character studies. The star photographers whose work is briefly repre- 
sented this year are: Edouard Boubat (France); John Bryson (U.S.A.); Mario de 
Biasi (Italy); Hans Hammarskidld (Sweden); Kurt Hutton (Great Britain); Max 
Scheler (Germany); and Gotthard Schuh (Switzerland). The book will interest photo- 
graphers, both amateur and professional, everywhere, as well as those who like 
looking at good photographs. (779)

EDWARD ELGAR. Centenary Sketches. Edited by H. A. Chambers. 
Novello, 4s. boards. 1957. 19 cm. 64 pages. 

This pleasantly produced booklet, issued by the firm who publish Elgar’s major works, 
consists of short essays by eleven contributors, including the composer’s daughter, 
Barbirolli, Menuhin and Mrs. Powell, the “Dorabella’ of the Enigma Variations. 
Though not containing anything markedly original, the sketches offer a welcome 
tribute of personal impression and some new biographical details. Elgarians will enjoy 
it. (780-92) 


SCHUBERT’S SONGS. Richard Capell. 2nd edition, revised. Duckworth, 
30s. 22°5 cm. 304 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Musical examples. Index. 
The late Richard Capell, for many years music critic of the Daily Telegraph, was an 
ardent Schubertian, and his book on the songs deservedly became a standard work, 
but went out of print. This revised reprint is therefore most welcome. The author’s 
wide knowledge of German literature enabled him to understand just what the poets 
(listed in an appendix) meant to Schubert, and how the words inspired him. The music 
of over 600 songs is discussed chronologically, with brilliant insight into the evolution 
of Schubert’s genius and power of inventing rhythms, harmony and melody perfectly 
fitted to the text. Singers as well as listeners will be glad to keep for reference such a 
delightfully written book which draws attention to many forgotten masterpieces. 
The musicologist will find the chapter on Schubert’s vocal style of absorbing interest.

NOTES ON BACH’S ORGAN WORKS. Walter Emery. A companion 
to the revised Novello edition. Books IV-V. Six Sonatas for two Manuals and Pedal. 
Novello, 17s.6d. boards. 1957. 22 cm. 222 pages. Musical examples. Sources. Index. 

England’s leading Bach specialist has written a book of meticulous detail which 

satisfies the most exacting standards of scholarship. It examines the comparative value 

of the manuscript and printed sources for the familiar Organ Trio Sonatas. Mr. Emery 
combines a study of bibliographical evidence (watermarks, gatherings, paper, ink) 
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with an absorbing account of the palaeographical, as far as they affect the dating and 
priority of the sources. He uses numerous photographs of a few bars each to illustrate 
his discussion of conflicting readings and of ornamentation. Although written in a 
somewhat dry style, these pages contain some fascinating detective work in the 
logical solution of problems. All users of the new Novello text of the Sonatas should 
have this book, which also deserves to circulate widely wherever Bach is played and 
studied. It forms a notable sequel to the same author’s ‘Notes’ on the Eight Short 
Preludes and Fugues (1952, 3s.6d.). (786-8) 


Bullfighting 
THE BULLS OF IBERIA. An Account of the Bullfight. Angus Macnab. 
Heinemann, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 278 pages. Illustrations. Index-Glossary. 

Mr. Macnab, a Londoner whose interest in Spain led him to become a naturalised 
Spaniard, is a bullfight enthusiast. Bullfighting remained the same from 1750 to 1928, 
but in the thirties fundamental changes took place. This book explains these and is 
therefore important for the enthusiast; it is also intended to help the newcomer who 
wants basic information. Moreover, it includes act-by-act accounts of outstanding 
fights in recent years. The author shows a subtle appreciation of the techniques 
involved, and has written what will for long be the definitive English work on this 
subject. (791-8) 


The Theatre 
WHAT IS THEATRE? A Query in Chronicle Form. Eric Bentley. Dennis 
Dobson, 25s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 284 pages. 

A volume of reviews of the American theatrical scene for the years 1954-56. The 
middle portion comprises ‘non-reviews’ or comments which the author did not 
submit for publication in the weekly The New Republic, of which he was dramatic 
critic. The book ends with a discussion on “What is Theatre: A Point of View’. 
As lecturer, author, editor and dramatic critic, Eric Bentley has become known as one 
of the most open-minded, arresting and original of present-day writers on the theatre, 
and although he finds demoralisation in the theatre of today his book is nevertheless 
invigorating reading. (792) 


The Cinema 
THE GREAT CHARLIE. Robert Payne. Revised edition. Pan Books, 
2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. 

This book is a reprint of one of the best studies of Charles Chaplin. It was originally 
published in the United States, and includes in this edition a new chapter on the film 
‘Limelight’. Like many writers on Chaplin, Robert Payne is concerned to establish a 
thesis on the strength of Chaplin’s genius; he not only places his work in the historical 
tradition of clowning, but sees in him an embodiment of the spirit of the god Pan. 
In addition to the elaboration of this thesis (which might be said to give his book a 
certain academic pretentiousness) he includes much valuable and detailed analysis of 
Chaplin’s films and their place in the development of his career both as actor and 
film-maker. (792-93)

CLEAR ROUND. The Story of Show Jumping. Dorian Williams. Hodder 
& Stoughton, 16s. 1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Index. 


The author, a popular broadcaster, is a practical expert in his subject. The theme of the 
story is the development of the British Show Jumping Association and is developed

through the achievements, and sometimes failures, of famous riders and horses. All are 
paraded in turn to provide a variety of interest—schooling, style, comedy and drama 
in the arena, show organisation and the rise of British jumping to world standard. 
The author writes as entertainingly as he broadcasts, with his audience always in 


view, and the book should be widely read by those who like to go behind the scenes,

American Literature 
THE AMERICAN DRAMA SINCE 10918. An Informal History. Joseph 
Wood Krutch. Revised edition. Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1957. 21 cm. 354 pages. 
Index. 
The major part of this volume is reprinted from the original edition which was 
written and published just before the outbreak of the Second World War, but the 
author, formerly Professor of Dramatic Literature in Columbia University and drama 
critic of The Nation, has added a new section of some seventeen pages to continue 
his history up to the end of 1956. His original purpose was not to compile a complete 
record of theatrical production but rather an evaluation of American playwriting 
since 1918. As such, the book has filled a gap, as books on this subject are few, but a 
considerably enlarged final section would have increased the interest and value of the 
new edition for present-day readers. (812-5) 


CAT ON A HOT TIN ROOF. Tennessee Williams. Reprint. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 158 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Plays) 
Mr. Williams has staked out for himself a new dramatic territory, the life of the 
decaying Southern family. Here the family is superficially prosperous, but the decay 
is far advanced. Big Daddy, the owner of vast estates in Mississippi, is dying of cancer 
and the play’s conflict centres upon the inheritance. Can his daughter-in-law, the ‘cat’, 
push the claims of her worthless husband, the favourite son, and hold off the rival 
heirs? The play is subtler, more powerful than any synopsis can indicate; it is a melo- 
drama of sex relations, handled with the author’s peculiarly delicate touch. (812-5) 


English Poetry 
THE COLLECTED POEMS OF ROY CAMPBELL. Vol. 2. Bodley 
Head, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. 
Mr. Campbell, who died this summer, was the most vigorous and flamboyant poet 
writing in traditional English verse forms today, and no contemporary writer 
succeeded in injecting such vitality into rhyme. He was a brilliant satirist, a powerful 
and surprisingly tender lyricist and a poet of nature who excelled in describing the 
exotic beauties and terrors of the sea and the animal kindgom. His first volume covers 
his widest poetic range; in the second, while the themes are familiar, there is no 
flagging of his phenomenal energy. The major poems here are satires, and in these he 
castigates the Popular Front of the ’thirtics, and the Welfare State of today. There are 
other poems of great natural beauty, and several of his pungent and masterly epigrams.

English Drama 


THE LIFE AND DEATH OF KING JOHN. William Shakespeare. 
Edited by G. B. Harrison. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 126 pages. 2 illus- 
trations. Paper covers. (The Penguin Shakespeare) 


King John is one of Shakespeare’s early historical plays, certainly written before 1598 
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but difficult to date more precisely. It owes something to Holinshed, but much more, 
at least in its narrative outline, to an earlier King John, published in 1591. In his critical 
introduction the editor reproduces the Hubert and Arthur scene from the older play 
and it is particularly interesting to notice how Shakespeare transforms the crudities 
of the original. The text of the Shakespearean version is based on the First Folio and 
presents few difficulties. (822-3) 


FOUR MODERN VERSE PLAYS. Introduced and edited by E. Martin 

Browne. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 270 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Plays) 
The revival of English verse drama has taken very diverse forms, and each of these 
pieces displays a distinct dramatic idiom and purpose. Thomas Cranmer, the earliest, 
is a religious play by Charles Williams, in which the career of the martyr is depicted 
in terms of ideas rather than of personages. The Family Reunion, by T. S. Eliot, sets 
out to reinterpret in a modern setting the scheme of retribution of an Aeschylean 
tragedy. A Phoenix Too Frequent, by Christopher Fry, the first of his successes, retells 
in charming verse Petronius’s story of the swiftly consoled widow, and Happy as 
Larry, by Donagh MacDonagh, is a comic fantasy of Irish rural life. (822-908) 


English Fiction 
JOYCE: The Man, the Work, the Reputation. Marvin Magalaner and Richard 
M. Kain. John Calder, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. 392 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
So much has been written on Joyce by now that a scholar’s approach has become 
almost the first requirement for any new book, if only to discover which critical tasks 
are most urgent. In addition, Joyce’s profound ambiguity, his philological interests 
and his deliberate multiplication of themes and symbols make his work an inexhaustible 
quarry for academic research. The present book does not offer a complete new critical 
assessment, but it reviews with care and skill the whole field of Joyce studies, critical 
and biographical, distinguishes the most valuable lines of approach and is therefore an 
extremely useful work of reference. There is a serviceable bibliography and cach 
chapter is exhaustively annotated. (823-9) 


English Essays 
SMALL MOMENTS. Richard Church. Hutchinson, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 190 pages. 
Wood-engravings by Joan Hassall. 

A collection of short occasional essays, some on the English countryside, others on 
foreign travel. The author lives in Kent and he has a most sensitive eye for the special 
beauties of the Kentish landscape and for the traditions and age-old observances of his 
neighbourhood; above all he possesses the gift of forgetting time and immersing 
himself in the minutest details of his subject. His travel pieces show a keen sense of 
place and history and every essay in the book is charmingly written. Miss Hassall’s 
wood-engravings are admirably appropriate. (824°9) 


English Humour 

A HISTORY OF PUNCH. R. G. G. Price. Collins, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 
384 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Punch is not only Britain’s oldest and foremost humorous periodical, it is also a 

repository of social manners and customs and a record of the foibles and follies of 

humankind. Mr. Price’s survey covers more than a century, from the first number in 

1841 up to the new phase which began under Malcolm Muggeridge’s editorship in 
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1953. Although he is himself a frequent contributor to the paper, his history is written 
in an independently critical spirit, even if his sympathies incline him to be more 
tolerant of the satirical ‘vitality and bite’ of recent years than of the whimsical polite 
humour of the preceding generation or two. Mr. Price’s invaluable retrospectus is an 
enjoyable summary guide to this British national institution. (827-09) 


German Literature 
SCHILLER AND THE CHANGING PAST. William F. Mainland. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Mainland is concerned to stress Schiller’s relevance to our own day, and 
with markedly original thinking he presents viewpoints that will be new even to the 
expert. There are few concessions to those who are unfamiliar with Schiller’s plays 
or his aesthetic opinions, but the six studies of individual dramas and the long article, 
occupying nearly a third of the book, on the great treatise Uber naive und sentimentalische 
Dichtung should convince the general reader of Schiller’s importance as a subtle 
dramatist and thinker. His high moral purpose has tended to obscure his artistic 
genius, but Professor Mainland examines the treatise as a work of art springing from 
a dramatic impulse, rather than as a piece of dialectic. His perceptive contribution to 
Schiller studies will be keenly debated in Germany and elsewhere. (832-6) 


French Literature 
OPIUM. The Diary of a Cure. Jean Cocteau. Newly translated from the French 
and with an Introduction by Margaret Crosland and Sinclair Road. Peter Owen, 
258. 1957. 22 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations by the author. Bibliography. 
First translated twenty-five years ago, this is the most interesting of M. Cocteau’s 
books to reappear in English in recent years. He spent four months in 1929 being 
treated for the opium habit, and this journal and the drawings in it are the fruits of 
a minutely observed phase of experience. He treats the subject dispassionately; the 
problem to him is less a matter of a cure than of rendering the drug’s ill-effects harm- 
less. The journal is of exceptional value for the light it throws upon Cocteau’s views 
on poetry and style and on many of the favourite themes which recur in his other 
writings.

Latin Literature 
VIRGIL’S AENEID. Newly translated from the Latin and annotated by 
Michael Oakley. Introduction by E. M. Forster. Dent, 8s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 316 
pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 
The problem of finding a suitable equivalent for the Virgilian hexameter with its 
stately melody, elaborate paragraph structure and rich variations in sound is one of the 
most difficult in all English translation. Mr. Oakley, whose version has the merit of 
close fidelity, uses a line of five stresses with a mainly dactylic rhythm and varied 
accentuation at the end of the line. This is often well suited to the scenes of nature 
and the mystical qualities of the Sixth Book, less so to the passages of action and 
invective. Mr. Forster’s introduction does much to explain the greatest qualities of 
Virgil’s poetry. (873) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


IS THE LIBERAL WEST IN DECLINE: Hans Kohn. Pall Mall Press, 
3s.6d. paper covers; library edition 7s.6d. 1957. 21-5 cm. 78 pages. 

This is a thoughtful presentation, for the general reader, of the case for optimism 

regarding the survival of western civilisation, considered in the light of history, 
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nationalism and current international relations. The writer is Professor of History in 
the City College of New York, and author of many important works on history and 
nationalism, including The Idea of Nationalism, Pan-Slavism, its History and Ideology, 
and A Basic History of Modern Russia. His beliefs in the opportunities for progress, in 
spite of difficulties which he himself acknowledges, cannot be lightly disregarded.

Ancient Civilisations 
A BOOK OF ARCHAEOLOGY. Seventeen Stories of Discovery. Selected 
and edited by Margaret Wheeler. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 190 pages. Illus- 
trations. Maps. Sources. 
This book is in the nature of an anthology of extracts from already published works, 
though one contribution—‘Archaeology from the Air’, by O. G. S. Crawford—was 
written specially for it. Each of the others describes a discovery of a particularly 
dramatic nature, from such old ones as that of the frozen mammoth excavated in 
Siberia in 1901, to that of the Dead Sea Scrolls. Some of the stories are familiar, others 
less so—that, for instance, of the ten-year-old mummified boy discovered in Chile 


and thought to be a victim of Inca sacrifice. Lady Wheeler contributes a foreword 
and an introduction to each chapter. (913) 


Geography Travel Description 
SCOTLAND FOR EVERYMAN. H. A. Pichler. 4th revised edition. 
Dent, 9s.6d. 1957. 17°5 cm. 232 pages. 14 maps in colour. Index. 

Scotland for Everyman is a well-tried favourite, first published in 1934 and several 
times revised. It ranges the country in twelve tours—each tour covering from 100 
to 500 miles—and presupposes in the reader an interest in scenery, architecture and 
antiquities. The book is compact, a real book for the pocket, and at the same time the 
information is full. This is achieved by avoiding all topics but scenery and antiquities 
and ignoring all places distinguished for other reasons. A welcome revision of a 
stimulating guide. (914°1) 


PRE-FAMINE IRELAND. A Study in Historical Geography. T. W. 
Freeman. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 360 pages. 
Maps. References. Index. 

In this book, the author of the only recent comprehensive geography of Ireland 

applies his detailed knowledge of the country to reconstructing its human geography 

in the years immediately preceding the great famine of 1847. He uses effectively 
numerous official reports, and from the census of 1841 has mapped the distribution 
of population throughout the country on a scale of 1/900,000, revealing some 
striking patterns. Four-fifths of the population of 84 millions was rural, and the 
resulting pressure on the land, with the failure to establish industries generally, is seen 
as the root of the trouble. After chapters on population, migration, agriculture, and 
other social and economic topics, he gives a lucid regional description, which brings 
out the, often considerable, variations from district to district. The whole is a valuable 
aid to the understanding of roth century Ireland. (914-15) 


WINDSOR AND ETON. B. J. W. Hill. Batsford, 25s. 1957. 23 cm. 200 
pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (British Cities and Towns) 

Mr. Hill tells here the story of Windsor Castle and Eton College—the former an 

ancient fortress, a royal palace and place of sepulture, with a magnificent chapel that 
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is the headquarters of the noblest Order of Chivalry; the latter, England’s premier 
and most famous school. Mr. Hill is well qualified to tell their story, for he has been 
both a master at the College and a local councillor for many years. The book, though 
on the short side, is eminently readable; the illustrations, from various sources, are 
well chosen; and the production is up to the publishers’ best standards. A ground plan 
or bird’s-eye view of the College would have been useful. (914-2) 


SOUTHERN ENGLAND: SURREY-SUSSEX. Ralph Lawrence and 
Reginald Turnor. Elek Books, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
(Vision of England Regional Books) 

Surrey and Sussex, previously published separately in the Vision of England series, 
have been revised and enlarged for this composite volume. Surrey is the longer and 
more readable, with quotations from earlier writers (notably Cobbett) and references 
to the historical, literary or mythical figures associated with the places described. The 
second author, a Sussex man with a marked preference for West Sussex, has an 
infectious interest in architecture, history, inns and cricket. Though not fully compre- 
hensive, both books cover a lot of ground and text and illustrations will interest, 
inform and entertain both those who know or have yet to visit these counties.

SOMERSET AND DORSET ESSAYS. Llewelyn Powys. Macdonald, 
18s. 19$7. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
A welcome re-issue of a selection from the author’s Somerset Essays and Dorset Essays, 
which were first published in 1937 and 1935 respectively. Llewelyn Powys (1884-1939) 
was one of six gifted brothers who were brought up in Montacute vicarage, near 
Yeovil. His brilliantly written essays are indispensable for a knowledge of these 
typically English counties and delve deeply into the souls of West Country folk. The 
photographs are in close accord with the subject matter of the essays. (914-2) 


PARIS SKETCHBOOK. Ronald Searle and Kaye Webb. New and revised 
edition. Perpetua Books: distributors, Michael Joseph, 21s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 120 pages. 
Numerous drawings. 

The text has been revised and expanded and a number of new drawings have been 

added in this new edition of a book which first appeared in 1950. In it husband and 

wife combine to convey their impressions of Paris, with Kaye Webb supplying the 
descriptive text to the drawings by Ronald Searle which delight the eye on every 
page. “The subjects were decided by whatever Ronald felt he wanted to draw.’ 

Between them they have produced a most attractive record of a city which they found 

‘novel and remarkable, beautiful and stimulating’, and of some of the characters 

which contribute to its individuality. (914-436) 


THE MALTA DIRECTORY AND TRADE INDEX, 1957. Malta 
Publicity Services (Valletta, Malta), 25s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 356 pages. Illustrations. 
Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 

This very useful publication gives, in addition to the classified index of firms in 

Malta, extensive lists of public and private bodies, local periodical publications and 

members of the professions. The introductory section has an outline survey of the 

industries of Malta and a tourist supplement. Among the special articles are 

‘Constitutional development 1800 to 1957’, “The Maltese National Colours’ and “The 
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Economy of Malta’. At a time when the economic problems of Malta are matters of 
some significance in Commonwealth affairs, this book gives particularly useful back- 
ground material. (91458) 


DRAGON WANG’S RIVER. Sigurd Eliassen. Translated from the 
Norwegian by Katherine John. Methuen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations. 
2 maps. 
Twenty-five years ago, when civil war raged in China, a Norwegian engineer 
employed by the International Relief Organisation restored the ancient irrigation 
system of part of Northern Shensi. His fluency in colloquial Chinese enriches this 
light-hearted tale of intrigue, graft, frustration and final success. His conversations 
with Chinese of all ranks, from Viceroy to workmen, are a delight. Even his capture 
by bandits does not damp his dry sense of humour. This very human book provides a 
wonderful insight into Republican China at a time when the Empire was still a living 
memory and Communism only a threat. All will enjoy it. (915-1) 


YOUNG DAYS IN TIBET. Tsewang Y. Pemba. Cape, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
184 pages. 
Many books about Tibet have been written by Europeans. This one is written by a 
Tibetan. Mildly scornful, the author, a London medical graduate, plays down the 
Tibetan mysteries and superstitions so beloved of Western writers. He writes almost 
as a disillusioned denizen of the West. The narrative flows easily as it describes this 
colourful Central Asian highland. We see the metamorphosis of the old Tibet by the 
forces of modernism. The modern Tibetan is beginning to love the neon sign better 
than his prayer wheel. One of the most touching references in the book is the passage 
describing the author’s affection and admiration for his old-fashioned Granny, whose 
faith gives her serenity and nobility, while he is assailed by the doubts engendered 
by his scientific training. (915-15) 


THE SOVIET FAR EAST. A Survey of its Physical and Economic 
Geography. Erich Thiel. Translated from the German by Annelie and Ralph M. 
Rookwood. Methuen, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 388 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The area covered by this detailed study includes all the Soviet lands which drain to 

the Pacific, plus the remainder of Transbaikalia which is outside the Amur River 

basin. The southern portion is the basis of Soviet power in the Far East, controlling 
the approaches to Manchuria and northern China, and having significant economic 
resources, e.g. oil, wolfram, tin and gold. The author, who has travelled extensively 
in Soviet Russia, first deals with the physical background, population, and economic 
geography, and then with the individual regions. His book is a useful reference work 
on an important region about which relatively little has been written in English. 
Originally published in Munich in 1953, it has been revised for this edition. (915-7) 


THE ALLEYS OF MARRAKESH. Peter Mayne. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 

With a liking for the Muslim way of life acquired on the North-West Frontier of 

India, and with an urge to write, Peter Mayne went to live in Marrakesh and found 

a dwelling in the Arab quarter. Accepted by his neighbours, he became involved in 

their festivities and amorous intrigues, made some strange friends and wrote a book. 

He describes it all with understanding, wit and exhilarating freshness. (916-4) 
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OCEAN OF FIRE. Through the Garden of Allah to Timbuktu. Robert 
Christopher with Erik James Martin. Harrap, 18s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 254 pages, 
Illustrations. 

A breezy account of a hazardous journey across the Sahara, accomplished by Robert 

Christopher for an American magazine. He carried out his assignment largely by 

hitch-hiking on lorries or on camel-back, and as it was the hottest season of the year 

he suffered extreme hardships from heat and thirst. Among the highlights of his 
journey were a visit to a ‘slave house’ at Tetu4n, an abortive attempt to join the 

Foreign Legion, a week’s stay with the king of the veiled Tuaregs, and an inspection 

of the appalling salt mines of Tegguida N’ Tecem. The photographs he took en route 

are of great interest, but a sketch map would have been useful. (916-61) 


TROLLER’S HOLIDAY. Margaret Sharcott. Peter Davies, 18s. 1957. 
19°5 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper map. 
This is the account of a circuit of Vancouver Island made by Stan Sharcott, a 
professional fisherman, accompanied by his wife (who wrote the book) and their 
young son. Their journey, in one of the special motor boats used in trolling for large 
fish in British Columbian waters, took them into many ports of the island and the 
result is a simple but vivid narrative of life, including that of the surviving Indians, 
in a part of Canada which has its own individuality and has not been over-written in 
recent years. (917-11) 


CRUSOES OF SUNDAY ISLAND. Elsie K. Morton. Geo. Bell, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
In 1878 Thomas Bell landed with his family on the unoccupied and isolated Sunday 
{now Raoul) Island in the southern Pacific. This is the story of the successes and 
failures which rewarded his struggle to gain a livelihood. It is based on the 
reminiscences of a surviving daughter who was nine years of age at the time of the 
landing. Earthquakes, storms and plagues of rats were among the misfortunes with 
which Bell had to contend, but he did not finally abandon the island until 1914. The 
author has made free use of the material, imparting a slightly journalistic flavour to 
the whole. As an unusual story of determination, resourcefulness and, in general, 
good spirits, it was well worth putting on record, and makes fascinating reading.

RETURN TO THE ISLANDS. Arthur Grimble. Murray, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 224 pages. Drawings by Rosemary Grimble. Map. 

This sequel to A Pattern of Islands tells of the author’s experiences in the Gilbert 

Islands after his return from his first leave in 1921. In addition to his Gilbertese friends, 

the indentured Chinese labourers on Ocean Island provide much material. Though 

marriage and increased responsibilities made the author’s life less care-free, it still 

contained ample variety and humour, of which he has written with undiminished 

charm. His daughter contributes some delightful drawings to a book which all will 

greatly enjoy. It is a tragedy that Sir Arthur did not live to see its publication.

GREEN LIGHT FOR ADVENTURE. Oddm Lione. Translated from 
the Norwegian by Maurice Michael. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 252 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 

Restlessness was already in his blood when the small boy, Gunnar Aadnesen, left his 

native Norway to join his father in Durban. At fifteen a trek to Zululand provided 
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the encounter with adventure which determined his career as a wanderer. Thereafter 
he earned his living, principally in South American countries, in any way that came 
along. His life story, simply and convincingly recounted here, is full of incident, 
whether he is surviving a revolution in Buenos Aires, guarding an estancia boundary, 
running a saw-mill in Southern Brazil, forcing his way through the jungle and over 
the Andes, or learning how to shrink heads with the Jivaro. (92) 


SAINT THOMAS AQUINAS AND HIS WORK. A. D. Sertillanges. 
Translated from the French by Godfrey Anstruther. Reprint. Blackfriars Publications, 
10s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 160 pages. 

This book is an admirable introduction, for the general reader, to the life and work 

of St. Thomas Aquinas, and it is not surprising that, after nearly a quarter of a century, 

a new edition has appeared. The author, one-time professor of philosophy, published 

a major work on St. Thomas in 1910. In this short book, which combines conciseness 

with lucidity, several aspects of St. Thomas’s genius are described, as well as his 

solution of the great crisis which the Greek learning produced in Christendom in the 
13th century. The story of his life is briefly but adequately told. The last two chapters 
deal with the influence of this great Christian thinker on the world of today, and with 

the future of Thomism. (92) 


BETTINA. A Portrait. Arthur Helps and Elizabeth Jane Howard. Chatto & Windus, 
21s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The core of this rather untidily composed book consists of letters from and to Bettina 
von Arnim, sister and wife of two leading poets of the German Romantic Age. She 
was an enchanting person who bewitched, among others, Goethe and Beethoven, 
whose letters to her reveal interesting aspects of the temperament of those two 
Olympians. Her own entertaining letters present a picture of an original mind and 
independent character which remained so long after the Romantic movement had 
yielded to the rising industrial age. The linking commentary, with the exception of 
an unfortunate page on Goethe’s Werther which teems with factual mistakes, effec- 
tively indicates the historical and social background. (92) 


THE UNFINISHED MAN. James Byrom. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1957. 
20°§ cm. 2$2 pages. 
When the war broke out John Byrom, a pacifist, joined the Fire Service. After a 
fateful interlude in Finland as a volunteer fireman, he found himself in the Non- 
Combatant Corps. From there he passed to a Bomb-Disposal Squad, and finally to 
the Paratroop Medical Service. Parachuted into Normandy, he took part in the 
invasion. His pacifist ideals survived more or less intact, but not his marriage. 
A strange, moving confession of an inner pilgrimage, against a background of violent 
events. (92) 


CAROLINE CHISHOLM. Margaret Kiddle. 2nd edition. Melbourne 
University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 30s. 
19$7. 23 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Although the author has conducted intensive research to reveal more material on 

Caroline Chisholm since the publication of the first edition in 1950, this present work 

is in fact a revision rather than a rewriting. The story is told against the background 

of the economic and social conditions in the Australian colonies as well as Victorian 

England during last century. Today Mrs. Chisholm would be considered an out- 
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standing woman, and in her own time she was equally remarkable. Without adequate 
finance and official support, she established a Female Immigrants’ Home and fought 
for the encouragement of family immigration. As the biography of one of Australia’s 
pioneers, this work should be of value to the reader of Australian colonial history,

EXTRAORDINARY SEAMAN. J. P. W. Mallalieu. MacGibbon & Kee, 
158. 1957. 20 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by Mudge-Marriatt. Bibliography. 
This book covers some of the exploits of Lord Cochrane, a captain in the Royal Navy 
and a famous personality of last century. Courageous and unorthodox, he was the 
best known commander of his time and his victory over the Spanish El Gamo in 1802 
still ranks as one of the greatest achievements by a single ship. Victor of many sea 
fights, Cochrane led a naval commando in Spain against the French and was the first 
to use explosive vessels. Innocently concerned in a civilian scandal, he was dismissed 
the Navy and imprisoned. Later by invitation, he led in turn the forces of Chile, 
Brazil and Greece towards independence. Finally his honour was restored and he died 
in 1860 esteemed by many countries. It is a compelling adventure story of an erratic, 
brilliant and likeable man. (92) 


INDEX TO THE STORY OF MY DAYS, 1872-1907. Some Memoirs 
of Edward Gordon Craig. Hulton Press, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 316 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

Edward Gordon Craig has made a lasting name for himself in stage design and 

production. A contemporary of Irving, the Bancrofts, and so many other actors, 

artists and people of the theatre of the Victorian era, he now presents us with the first 
instalment of the memoirs on which he has been working in recent years. Although 
ostensibly covering only the early part of his existence, it reveals so much of his 
thought and life that it already gives the appearance of a full-size autobiography. It is 
inimitably Craig and, despite tantalising omissions, readers will find it absorbing both 
as autobiography and as a series of portraits. (92) 


THE GREATNESS OF OLIVER CROMWELL. Maurice Ashley. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 382 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

Opinions about Cromwell’s character and attainments have been varied and contro- 

versial, as Mr. Ashley brings out very clearly in his introductory survey of the last 

300 years of Cromwell studies. Even now there can be no finality of judgment, save 

surely unanimity that the man possessed the elements of true greatness. The researches 

of the last half-century have been mainly technical, concerned with financial, economic 
and social arrangements, changes in constitutional theories, colonial ideas and military 
tactics. Mr. Ashley’s aim has been to show in the light of this modern knowledge, and 
from the standpoint of our own times, the character of Cromwell’s greatness. He 
writes with expert knowledge, and his book will be welcomed by all serious students 


of the period. (92) 


TEA WITH WALTER DE LA MARE. Russell Brain. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 
21 cm. 128 pages. Portrait drawing by Andrew Freeth. 

Conversation with Walter de la Mare, and especially conversation at tea with him 

in his own house, was a unique imaginative experience. It was not only that the poet 

himself talked so well: he evoked all that was most alive in the people with whom he 

talked, so that everyone contributed his best and the conversation often became an 
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enchantment, a heightening of cosmic consciousness, akin to the experience of 
listening to a great play or a great piece of music. It is a grievous loss to literature that 
he had no Boswell to record him. But in this short book, based on notes of visits to 
him between 1942 and his death in 1956, Sir Russell Brain (Past President of the 
Royal College of Physicians) has captured some of the enchantment, and there is 
much in the book to stimulate thought and imagination as Walter de la Mare 
loved to stimulate them. (92) 


LEADER OF THE FEW. The Authorised Biography of Air Chief Marshal 
The Lord Dowding of Bentley Priory. Basil Collier. Jarrolds, 25s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 
264 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

An enlightening and penetrating biography of a leading British commander in 

World War II, whose personal achievements failed to catch the spotlight of publicity. 

Joining the Royal Air Force from the Army, Lord Dowding held high technical 

appointments at the Air Ministry during the Government’s policy of ‘no war for ten 

years’ and his stubborn resistance later proved a national asset. He led Fighter 

Command in the Battle of Britain when his part in the development of the 

‘Hurricane’ and ‘Spitfire’ was fully justified. His retirement on age surprisingly 

followed this victory, but history may yet establish his name in the hierachy of British 

war leaders. (92) 


THE LIVING OF THESE DAYS. An Autobiography. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick. $.C.M. Press, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 336 pages. Index. 
The author is widely known as a distinguished author, an eloquent preacher and a 
spiritual counsellor. For twenty years he ministered at Riverside Church, New York, 
to vast congregations drawn from many different denominations. He has a passion 
for intellectual freedom, social justice and world peace. While this autobiography is 
more concerned with ideas than persons, it is written in an engaging style and we are 
given what is described as the intimate ‘feel’ of a thrilling and provocative era. Dr. 
Fosdick at 78 tells us that he is anxious to see what is going to happen next. _—(92) 


PIONEER OF SOCIOLOGY. The Life and Letters of Patrick Geddes. 
Philip Mairet Lund Humphries, 21s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This biography of Sir Patrick Geddes (1854-1932) traces his varied career from his 
training as a biologist under Thomas Huxley and his early contact with the French 
philosopher, Frédéric Le Play, from whose method his own approach to sociology 
was later to develop. By profession he became a botanist, and for thirty years he was 
Professor of Botany in Dundee; but his main interests, which brought him world 
fame, were civics and town planning. Mr. Mairet gives an intimate account, with 
quotations from his letters, of his success in reconciling these activities with the claims 
of family life. (92) 


LIFE’S ADVENTURE. Philip Gibbs. Angus & Robertson, 16s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 208 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
As journalist, novelist and war correspondent Sir Philip Gibbs has had a full, 
productive and sometimes exciting life which has provided him with the wealth of 
reminiscence and anecdote distilled in this latest of his many books. He has travelled 
widely and been acquainted with all manner of people ranging from costers to kings, 
and his equally wide-ranging sympathies enable him to appreciate the common 
humanity beneath all differences of rank and outlook. Life’s Adventure includes many 
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incisive miniature word-portraits of literary, political, and military celebrities, and it 
has throughout much of the allurement of easy and engrossing talk from an 
accomplished and warm-hearted conversationalist. (92) 


ALL MY SINS. An Autobiography. Hans Habe. Translated from the 
German by E. Osers. Harrap, 18s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 400 pages. 
The author belongs to the class of Central European writers and intellectuals which 
was mortally weakened by the First World War and dispersed by the Second. Hans 
Habe joined the French army in 1939 and the American in 1942 and returned later 
to help revive the press in the American zone of Germany. The less interesting part 
of his autobiography is devoted to a searching review of the lessons in the art of living 
learned from five marriages. The remainder epitomises, like Arthur Koestler’s, much 
of 20th century European history, and, if less intellectually distinguished, nevertheless 
makes fascinating reading. (92)

SIR HARRY JOHNSTON AND THE SCRAMBLE FOR 
AFRICA. Roland Oliver. Chatto & Windus, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 384 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Sources. Index. 

Sir Harry Johnston (1858-1927) was one of the most remarkable figures in the 
extension of British rule in Africa. He first went to the continent in 1882, when he 
took part in an expedition to Angola; later he explored the area round Kilimanjaro 
and, in addition to scientific work, concluded a number of treaties with native rulers. 
From 1891-96 he was British Commissioner for South-Central Africa and from 
1899-1901, Special Commissioner in Uganda. He was not only an administrator and 
explorer but a prolific writer, an artist of considerable ability (sixteen of the illustra- 
tions are from his originals), an acute observer and recorder of natural science, native 
life and linguistics, and a volatile and remarkable personality. Dr. Oliver has produced 
an excellent study of a neglected man, portraying him within the setting of the 
political and administrative developments of the Africa he served and interpreted.

MARY KINGSLEY. A Victorian in the Jungle. Olwen Campbell. Methuen, 
21s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 196 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Our knowledge of this very remarkable traveller of the 1890's in West Africa is 
very largely derived from her own books, letters and diaries. This study differs in 
emphasis from Howard’s biography (see below). It does not offer so complete a 
portrait of Mary Kingsley’s personality, but it tells us more about her part in colonial 
politics and her understanding of West African beliefs and psychology. It also contains 
some interesting photographs and, possessing both an index and a bibliography, is 
more useful for reference purposes. (92) 


MARY KINGSLEY. Cecil Howard. Hutchinson, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 232 pa 
Portrait frontispiece. Endpaper maps. Index. 
Charles Kingsley’s niece was in many respects the most remarkable member of the 
family. Released only at thirty from looking after her mother, she devoted her eight 
remaining years to travelling alone among some of the most savage tribes of West 
Africa and became an explorer and anthropologist of the first distinction. Few 
pioneers have combined her utter fearlessness and keen intellectual powers with 
extreme modesty and an unfailing sense of humour. She was, besides, a delightful 
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letter-writer and diarist, and Mr. Howard makes excellent use of her writings to give 
depth to his portrait. Mary Kingsley’s story is an inspiring one and this biography 
does it justice. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF LADY PALMERSTON. Selected and edited from 
the originals at Broadlands and elsewhere by Tresham Lever. Murray, 28s. 1957. 
22 cm. 388 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

A collection of letters throwing interesting and valuable light on political events and 

persons from 1820 to 1864. Lady Palmerston was born Emily Lamb, daughter of the 

first Lord and Lady Melbourne. Her mother was a leading political and society 
hostess of her day, and in this tradition, with its training and connections, Emily was 
brought up. In 1805 she married Earl Cowper and, as the letters show, she markedly 

maintained this family tradition. After Earl Cowper’s death she married in 1839 

Viscount Palmerston, Foreign Secretary in Melbourne’s (her brother’s) Government. 

For the next twenty-five years she appears as the great hostess discussing with insight 

and, often, charm the momentous events and outstanding people of her famous 

husband’s career. These letters, well edited and set against their historical background, 

provide excellent material for 19th century political study. (92) 


A REGENCY VISITOR. The English Tour of Prince Piickler-Muskau 
described in his letters, 1826-1828. From the original translation [from the German] 
by Sarah Austin. Edited with an Introduction by E. M. Butler. Collins, 21s. 1957. 
21-5 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Prince Piickler-Muskau (1785-1871), hereditary ruler of a small German principality, 

was a man of extravagant tastes and raffish habits. He came to London in 1815 to find 

a marriageable heiress, having first of all removed encumbrances by divorcing his 

German wife. This did not mean that all was over between them. From England he 

wrote to her almost daily, giving her his lively impressions of the country. His search 

for an heiress failed, but fortune came later from the published letters. In England 
social historians have known them as a remarkably vivid picture of the ‘Age of 

Elegance’. Professor Butler, author of the only English life of Piickler, uses the 

contemporary translation by Sarah Austin, and adds an entertaining introduction.

In his preface, Sir Alan Herbert asks ‘How many Queen’s Counsel have played 
cricket for their college, lawn-tennis for their university, rugger for Devon and 
Oxford and England . . . and Justice for Civilization at the Grand Assize of 
Nuremberg?’ ‘Khaki’ Roberts has had a distinguished career as a Queen’s Counsel, 
particularly in criminal cases, and he was one of the British prosecutors for war 
crimes at Nuremberg in 1945-46. In addition to dealing with the law, this volume of 
reminiscences contains an account of the author’s colourful and varied experiences 
as a sportsman, soldier, politician, athlete and traveller. (92) 


VISCOUNT SAMUEL. A Biography. John Bowle. Gollancz, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 368 pages. Frontispiece portrait. Index. 

Herbert Samuel, who was born in 1870, became a member of Parliament in 1902 

and in due course one of the greatest Liberal statesmen. His numerous public offices 

have included that of Postmaster General, President of the Local Government Board 
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and High Commissioner for Palestine; in 1944 he became Liberal Leader in the House 
of Lords. In writing this book the author, who is Professor of Political Theory in the 
College of Europe, Bruges, and author of Politics and Opinion in the Nineteenth 
Century, has had access to private papers, and has produced not simply a biography 
but a history of an era. (92) 


DRAWN FROM MEMORY. Ernest H. Shepard. Methuen, 21s. 1957. 
21-§ cm. 190 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Drawings by the author. 
The author, a noted artist, recalls his boyhood in London seventy years ago when he 
was eight. With charming detail he describes all that went on in and about his home 
in St. John’s Wood and during his holidays by the sea and on a Kentish Farm. Each 
day his active and inquisitive mind absorbed new excitements to be stored away for 
the enjoyment of others. An unforgettable first visit to a Drury Lane pantomime 
closes his year of memories. Like the text, the drawings by the author, some of which 
were done when he was seven, are delicate and full of description. (92) 


PETER USTINOV. Geoffrey Willams. Peter Owen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
180 pages. Illustrations. 
Star actor, dramatist and radio personality, Peter Ustinov, of Russian parentage, 
was born in London in 1921. This biography, the first in book form, sets out to reveal 
his art, his attributes, and to give by the way some assessment of his undeniable gifts. 
Much of this is built up from quotations, mostly from the press, but the author also 
had much assistance from Mr. Ustinov himself. This early study will undoubtedly 
have interest for those following the career of this skilful and talented actor-dramatist.

THE WAR IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 1803-1810. Piers Mackesy. 
Longmans, 458. 1957. 22°5 cm. 448 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Naval operations during the Napoleonic period have been less well covered than 
land campaigns. This learned and composed study dealing with the important 
Mediterranean theatre defines the British Navy’s part in Britain’s defensive success 
in limiting French expansion. The story is set within the framework of England’s 
relations with Russia, the prime single factor in British grand strategy. It opens at the 
collapse of the short-lived Peace of Amiens when Nelson assumed command in the 
Mediterranean. Diplomacy and land operations are given their relative places and 
provide a composite picture of British policy and events. Collingwood took com- 
mand on Nelson’s death and his masterly handling of his squadrons from Finisterre 
to the Dardanelles finally strangled France’s hopes of domination outside the 
Continent. The work is an outstanding account of the use of sea power as an imple- 
ment of far-sighted policy. (940-27)

THE SLEDGE PATROL. David Howarth. Collins, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

This is an authenticated account of the smallest campaign in World War II. It lasted 
three months and engaged only thirty-four men. In 1940 the Danish Governor of 
Greenland established a reconnaissance system to warn the Allies of any German 
landing. Patrols of Danes, Norwegians and Eskimos with dogs undertook tremendous 
isolated journeys over a 10,000-mile coastline, and in 1943 encountered an armed 
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enemy meteorological party. The actions of both sides were strongly influenced by 
the majestic peace of the Arctic and the urge to kill was suppressed. It is a fascinating 
and mystifying story of a unique feature of the war. (940-542) 


CASSINO. Portrait of a Battle. Fred Majdalany. Longmans, 21s. 19$7. 
22 cm. 282 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Monte Cassino, the ancient guardian of the road to Rome, holds a unique place in 
the battles of World War II, and its Benedictine monastery, a source of early literature, 
has several times suffered destruction. Today it stands again. The author served in 
the battle of 1944 and has made a detailed and wide study of the siege and annihilation. 
His book covers every aspect of the struggle, ranging from happenings in the monastery 
to the deliberations of the higher command, and is especially rich in regimental 
details. It is an excellent story and a valuable addition to the bibliography of the 
War.

THESE MEN ARE DANGEROUS. The Special Air Service at War. 
D. I. Harrison. Cassell, 16s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
in World War Il the badge of a flying dagger meant ruthless extermination, under 
Hitler's personal order, for the men who wore it, if they were captured. Their special 
task was to operate inside enemy territory and every man was trained as a commando, 
parachutist, saboteur and ski-er. The author served with them and he vividly portrays 
their training and actions in the Mediterranean, including the brilliant operation at 
Capo Murro di Porco in Sicily. The story continues in North-West Europe where 
parties were dropped into rear areas, bringing havoc to German troops and invaluable 
help to the Maquis. The book gives a thrilling and intimate view of the fighting life 
of a very special type of British soldier. (940°544) 


R.A.F. BIGGIN HILL. Graham Wallace. Putnam, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm.

Fame came to Biggin Hill fighter station during the Battle of Britain and its name 
will stand with other great British victories. The story reaches its highlight with the 
Luftwaffe assault on England in 1940. Spitfires and Hurricanes, flown by men whose 
names became world-famous, were continuously in the air winning success against 
stupendous odds. For ten weeks there was no respite and the station established a 
record of 600 enemy aircraft destroyed. Many squadrons passed through the station, 
including Canadian, American Eagle, French and Polish, adding lustre during the 
remainder of the war. It is a well told and exciting story which should never grow old.

This is the second book about an extraordinary woman in the French Resistance 

during World War II. Mathilde Carré, young and attractive, did valuable work for 

the British under the pseudonym of “The Cat’. Caught by the Nazis, she fell hape- 
lessly in love with her captor and betrayed her former comrades. She retained contact 
with London and her misleading messages considerably helped the Scharnhorst, 

Gneisenau and Prinz Eugen to escape. Sent to England by a fantastic turn of events, 

her post-war death sentence was commuted and she was released after six years. 

This is a well written, unique story with none of the horrors common to the subject.

THEY SAW IT HAPPEN. An Anthology of Eyc-witnesses’ Accounts of 
Events in British History 55 B.C.—A.D. 1485. Compiled by W. O. Hassall. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 260 pages. Index. 
Many accounts in this collection of chronologically arranged extracts deal with 
outstanding events and persons connected with conquests, crusades, government, 
religion and constitutional changes. But the eye-witnesses were also concerned with 
the everyday life around them: work in the fields, manorial courts, school-life, 
miracle plays, disease and sport, riots and festivals. Introductory notes precede each 
extract giving its source and historical setting. The book brings the past to life and 
forms an encouraging guide to a young student’s first attempts at historical research, 
(An error in the foreword attributes the coming of the Tudors to Henry Bolingbroke).

The reappearance of this great book, which has been unavailable for far too long, 

will be warmly welcomed. It is well known as a classic both of historiography and 

of 18th century studies, and its value is positively increased by the fact that the 
peculiar strengths and dangers of the Namier method are now widely recognised. 

This second edition, in a single volume, is not much different from the first. Sir Lewis, 

heavily engaged in a History of Parliament, has left its basic structure unchanged, 

merely correcting errors and adding a good deal of new material where apposite.

REBIRTH OF THE POLISH REPUBLIC. A Study in the Diplomatic 
History of Europe 1914-1920. Titus Komarnicki. Heinemann, 63s. 1957. 22 cm. 
790 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
In this valuable and carefully documented history Part I describes the rival attempts of 
Russia and the Central Powers to win Polish sympathies, while imposing their own 
version of Polish independence; the diplomatic and military efforts of the Poles 
themselves to regain their liberty; and the gradual acceptance of their own claims by 
the Allies, led by America, after Russia’s collapse. Part II follows the fluctuations of 
Allied policy towards Poland at the peace conference and after; the unfavourable 
fronticr settlements in Teschen, Silesia, and Dantzig; and the contest over Poland’s 
eastern borderlands culminating in the Polish-Russian war of 1920. Professor 
Komarnicki underlines the basic tragedy of Poland’s post-war relations with the 
Allies, dominated by war-weariness at home, Franco-British differences over Germany 
and total illusion regarding the Russian situation. (943-8)

FAR EASTERN AFFAIRS. Number One. Edited by G. F. Hudson. 


Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1957. 21-5 cm. 154 pages. Paper covers. (St. Antony's 
Papers, No. 2) 


This selection of the results of recent research carried out at St. Antony’s College, 
Oxford, comprises cight papers on a wide variety of subjects, such as the Mukden 
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Incident of 1931, Economic Planning in India and China, the Imperial Impact on 
Backward Peoples, the Asian Socialist Conference of 1953 and the Wa People of the 
Burma-China Border. All are by scholars of repute, deal with modern movements 
and history, and are refreshingly objective. No serious student of modern Far Eastern 
history can afford to miss this volume. (9505)

THE FIVE GIFTS. R. P. Masani. Collins, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations. 

This book explains how it could happen that 500,000 landowners came to give away 
over 4,000,000 acres of land for distribution among 149,043 families. India is that 
increasingly rare phenomenon, a genuinely religious country, and Vinoba Bhave is in 
the direct Gandhian tradition. He is above all concerned in purifying the hearts and 
minds of both givers and receivers, through the sacrifice of giving, thus cleansing 
society and, incidentally, abolishing untouchability and avoiding Communism. The 
theme will interest all those who believe that the really important revolutions take 
place in the mind. Sir Rustom Masani, banker and business man, was previously 
Municipal Commissioner for Bombay.

KENYA DIARY 1902-1906. R. Meinertzhagen. Oliver & Boyd, 30s. 1957. 
23 cm. 356 pages. Illustrations. Map. Plan. 

Colonel Meinertzhagen served with the King’s African Rifles in East Africa from 
1902 to 1906; and this book reprints, with only minor deletions, the diaries which 
he kept during that time. They paint a lively picture of Kenya in the carly days as 
seen by a humorous, resourceful and sometimes ruthless young officer with an in- 
exhaustible passion for shooting game. There is a particular interest in his accounts 
of conversational clashes over the future of Kenya with Sir Charles Eliot and Lord 
Delamere. The latter part of the book is devoted to a valuable day-by-day account of 
the Nandi rebellion of 1905, in the crushing of which the author played a crucial and 
controversial role; and the whole book will be a rich quarry for the historian of the 
colony to work, though its usefulness would be much enchanced by an index.

JAMAICA: Land of Wood and Water. Fernando Henriques. MacGibbon 
& Kee, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 pages. Photographs. Drawings by Rosamund 
Seymour. Map. 

Mr. Henriques has written an enlightening study of Jamaica, in particular of its 
peoples. By means of lengthy extracts from contemporary writers he first presents a 
picture of the island in pre-emancipation days, mainly a description of the institution 
of slavery and the workings of the sugar plantations. He writes very frankly of the 
effects of the unhappy experiences of the black and coloured peoples on family life 
and sexual behaviour, and of the colour prejudices maintained by the coloured 
themselves. However, welfare schemes, educational progress, and the advance 
towards self-government are fostering more liberal attitudes, though witchcraft and 
exotic religious cults still flourish. Mr. Henriques writes with great earnestness, and, 
as a Jamaican himself, from a critical but fundamentally sympathetic standpoint.

LETTER FROM PEKING. Pearl S. Buck. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 
Gerald Macleod, half Chinese, half American, has an American wife, Elizabeth, who 
loves him deeply, and they have one son. When the story opens, Elizabeth has just 
received, in America, a letter from Gerald, in Peking, telling her he has been ‘ordered 
to choose another woman’. The resulting problems which face Elizabeth and her 
adolescent son form the main theme of this sensitive novel, which is written in 
admirably simple language. The author, well known for her books on China, has 
created a memorable character in Gerald’s American father, a gentle old man who 
dominates the story. 


THE GRAND CATCH. Gil Buhet. Translated from the French by Moura 
Budberg. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 284 pages. 

A group of resourceful French boys experience hilarious and gruesome adventures 
on a camping holiday when an epidemic of measles and a general strike combine to 
isolate them in a village far from home. Pennyless because a cow devoured their 
money, the boys find shelter in a home for deaf-mutes and help the parish priest to 
catch trout. The light-hearted vein of this robustly hunorous story is not disturbed 
even by murder which provides opportunity for some exciting sleuthing. Readers 
of Gil Buhet’s previous novel, The Honey Siege, will recognise the young heroes of 
this new book, but its gay picture of absurdity and eccentricity will be enjoyed by all 
who like French humour. 


THE MATADOR. Henry de Montherlant. Translated from the French by 
Peter Wiles. Elek Books, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 208 pages. 

A French schoolboy in the south of Spain, mad on bull-fighting, falls in love; dared 
by the girl to meet a highly dangerous bull in the arena he does so, but ceases to 
respect her. Montherlant started to write this book in Burgos when he was fifteen; 
and the emotions, if not the events, seem autobiographical. A vivid, extravagant, 
adolescent kind of book, with some challenging observations on the relation between 
sex, cruelty and courage, and a thrilling clirnax in the bull-ring. 


A MINOR PORTRAIT. G. M. Glaskin. Barrie Books, 135.6d. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 280 pages. 

A love affair between a fourteen-year-old schoolboy and a forty-one-year-old beauty 

of French extraction is the theme of this half melodramatic, half realistic novel set 
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in West Australia. The atmosphere of an Australian working class household, poor 
but respectable, is conveyed with sympathy and sensitivity; and the reactions of the 
boy’s parents to the glamorous outsider who threatens to estrange them from their 
child are well observed. Mr. Glaskin, who won an Australian Commonwealth grant 
for his previous novel, A World of Our Own, has a gift for story-telling in an easy, 
unsophisticated style. 


SIXTEEN ON. Edited and with an Introduction by Charles Irving. 

Macmillan, 16s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations by C. W. Bacon. 
‘Sixteen On’, in railway language, means that sixteen vehicles are on the train. There 
are, in fact, sixteen railway stories in this book, together with an introductory essay 
on railway fiction in general. Among the authors included are Dickens (“The Signal- 
man’), O. Henry, Conan Doyle, Kipling, ‘Q’, ‘Saki’, Edgar Wallace and Freeman 
Wills Croft. There are also vignettes from books not specifically ‘railway’. The stories 
vary greatly in merit, but there is no question that Dickens's is, in its own macabre 
way, not merely the best, but a masterpiece in small compass. 


CITY OF SPADES. Colin Macinnes. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 
256 pages. 
‘Spades’ and ‘Jumbles’ are the current slang for Africans and British, and this book 
sketches with few illusions but much affection the adventures of some of the African 
and West Indian immigrants who flood each year into the London of the Fifties. 
The hero is a young Nigerian and his mentor a highly unorthodox member of the 
Colonial Office welfare department. The author knows his Bayswater, jazz clubs 
and police courts well; he has written an extremely amusing novel, seasoned with an 
uncommonly shrewd insight into what ‘Spades’ think of whites and of one another. 


ROCKETS GALORE. Compton Mackenzie. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1957. 
19 cm. 246 pages. Map. 

Readers of Whisky Galore will have some idea of what to cxpect from this latest 
novel from the same pen, though it has an astringency which the other robust effort 
lacked. To give it its due, Rockets Galore is very entertaining. The plot, to put it 
simply, consists of an attempt by an imaginary British Government to instal a rocket 
on one of the Scottish islands. The Government, needless to say, is ignominiously 
defeated by the island’s redoubtable inhabitants. 


SEPTEMBER MOON. John Moore. Collins, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 320 pages. 
Hops grown in England for making beer are picked in September, when a motley 
collection of people, including many gypsies, converge upon the hopfields to do this 
work. In his new novel, John Moore, who is already well known for his books on 
rural England, sets a most enjoyable love story against a background of cattle-farming 
and hop-picking in Herefordshire. The heroine is a lively character well matched by 
- lover. The gypsies are truthfully described in picturesque but sometimes squalid 
etail. 


THE FIELD OF VISION. Wright Morris. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 
19$7. 20°5 cm. 252 pages. 

While they are watching a bullfight in Mexico a group of American tourists from 

Nebraska find reflected, in the drama before their eyes, different aspects of their own 

life histories. Through their recollections we relive the national epic of the Frontier 
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and the more private, less heroic unfolding of their personal destinies. An original 
experiment in exploring human consciousness and memory, which won the author 
the National Book Award. 


THE BLACK OBELISK. Erich Maria Remarque. Translated from the 
German by Denver Lindley. Hutchinson, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 368 pages. 

It is 1923, in a small German town. The mark is falling catastrophically and a poet, 

working as a clerk to a firm of tombstone makers, has a ring-side seat from which to 

observe the drama of inflation, death, the collapse of national morale and the rise 

of Hitlerism. Though not to be compared with All Quiet on the Western Front, there 

is a grisly, lively kind of wit about this book which makes some of the pages highly 


memorable. 


RACE FOR LIFE. Jacques Rémy. Translated from the French by 
Vladimir Kean. Bodley Head, 11s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 190 pages. 

A trawler in the Arctic Ocean, one of whose crew is suffering from a mysterious 
contagious disease, cannot make radio contact with any nearby ship owing to a 
magnetic storm, but her SOS messages are picked up by a short-wave receiver set 
in Central Africa. Through a chain of relay points manned by radio amateurs, 
communication is eventually established with the Pasteur Institute in Paris, and, while 
panic mounts in the stricken ship, a life-saving serum is rushed across Europe to its 
destination. This exciting suspense story is skilfully told as a series of dramatic scenes 
involving several independent sets of characters whose only link is their common 
knowledge of the desperate need of complete strangers. 


A USE OF RICHES. J. I. M. Stewart. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

As might be expected from the author, who also writes detective stories under the 
name of Michael Innes, this novel is, though far from a detective story, a fine study 
in suspense. It deals with a man who marries the widow of a great painter and adopts 
his two children. The painter turns out to be alive, and the book deals very capably 
and movingly with the adjustments which all the parties concerned attempt to make. 
Mr. Stewart, apart from being an economical writer, knows just how much of his 
story to give away at a time. The interest never flags. A first-rate novel. 


A GIRL AMONG POETS. John Symonds. Chapman & Hall, 13s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 272 pages. 

The poet in England, once a courtier, landed gentleman, clerk or actor, exists today 
either as a disguised academic or civil servant, or as a curious outcast of society with 
little visible means of support. Those in Mr. Symonds’ novel belong to the last 
category, and he is less interested in their poetry than in his heroine, a remarkable 
girl who alternates between inspiring and distracting the versifiers and in the process 
discovers her own personality. If the author tells us little about the poetic process, 
his novel is often amusing and possesses a disconcertingly ingenious plot. 


MRS. JAMISON’S DAUGHTER. Rosalind Wade. Hutchinson, 15s. 
1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 

The story of a loveless marriage which does not end in the divorce court but remains 

binding in law while, for over a decade, the wife Brenda lives happily with the man 

she loves and rears a new family under his roof. The husband continues to claim her 

as his legal spouse and, since he leads a blameless life, there is no way in which the 
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second union can be regularised. Brenda suffers at times acutely under the strain of 
the situation, but it is characteristic of the fairness with which the story is told that 
the discarded husband emerges as the one truly tragic figure of the drama. Miss Wade 
fearlessly explores the implications of a difficult contemporary problem with the 
same honesty softened by understanding which she has shown in previous novels. 


SANDY WAS A SOLDIER’S BOY. David Walker. Collins, 10s.6d. 
1957. 20 cm. 160 pages. 

Sandy is the son of Pipe Major McBain of the Black Watch, a lively character with 
a genius for getting into trouble. He breaks all the panes of glass in a greenhouse 
belonging to the august aunt of the Colonel of the Regiment, is caught poaching 
trout and finally trespasses on an atomic research station and surprises an invasion of 
German parachutists. But it is all done with the best of motives; the Colonel becomes 
a fast friend and it all comes right in the end. This is a pleasant, good-natured book, 
if a little sentimental, full of proper Scottish pride in a great regiment and showing 
acute understanding of a boy's view of the world. 


SUMMER IN RETREAT. Edmund Ward. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1957. 
19 cm. 272 pages. 

A painter, who has forsaken his small and Philistine home-town for the metropolis, 
returns in the hope of settling down to a quiet spell of work. The past, however, 
refuses to lie down and the artist learns, without regret, that it can serve him only 
as a spring-board. The hero is an endearing figure, frequently the scapegoat for 
others’ misdeeds, but refusing any compromise on the subject of his art. Provincial 
life is presented in a deliberately farcical light, which clearly owes something to 
Mr. Kingsley Amis’s Lucky Jim; if such sustained grotesquerie becomes laboured at 
moments, it nevertheless achieves some extremely funny scenes. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

THE WIFE OF THE RED-HAIRED MAN. Bill S. Ballinger. Reinhardt, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 222 pages. 

An escaped prisoner secks out his former wife and finds her married to somebody 

else. But she is still in love with the prisoner, whom she had thought to be dead. 

The second husband draws a gun and is shot; the wife throws in her lot with the 

prisoner, and they are hunted across America. Through the eyes of the detective 

investigating, we discover how the story started; and we follow him to the west of 

Ireland, where it comes to a tragic close. A well-told narrative, with a quality of 

compassion not usual in a thriller. 


NO MATCH FOR THE LAW. Osmington Mills. Bles, 11s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 254 pages. 

A High Court judge, aged but still active in mind and body, whose intellectual 
arrogance and sharp tongue have made him not a few enemies, is poisoned at a 
cricket match in which he is playing for a team of lawyers. The suspects with both 
motive and opportunity among barristers, litigants and the judge’s family are many 
and the clues that come to light seem completely contradictory—as it turns out, for 
a very good reason. A pleasantly written and absorbing story which incidentally 
conveys a lot of information about English legal principles and practices.

VILLETTE. Charlotte Bronté. New introduction by Margaret Lane. Reprint, 

Dent. 8s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. 474 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
This novel of a young English schoolmistress in mid-nineteenth century Brussels is 
drab in its background but relieved by the vitality of the characters and the interest 
of their love affairs. It is a mature distillation, autobiographical in part, of the author's 
own bitter experiences in a small Brussels school, and although it has never been so 
popular as Jane Eyre many readers will agree with Miss Lane that it is Charlotte 
Bronté’s masterpiece. 


TALES OF UNREST and TYPHOON. Joseph Conrad. Reprint. Nelson, 
6s. 1957. 16 cm. 320 pages. Bibliography. (Nelson Classics) 

Tales of Unrest was originally published in 1898 and it contains ‘Karain’ ; “The Idiots’; 
*An Outpost of Progress’; “The Return’; and “The Lagoon’—all early work and not 
Conrad at his most characteristic. Typhoon, which originally appeared in 1903, 
together with three other stories, all of fine texture, is included here on its own. 
Conrad never wrote a better story of the sea than this, which describes how Captain 
MacWhirr of the Nan-Shan defied and defeated the worst that a storm could blow. 


THE CASTLE. Franz Kafka. Translated from the German by Willa and 
Edwin Muir, with additional material translated by Eithne Wilkins and Ernst 
Kaiser. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 304 pages. Paper covers. 

Franz Kafka made a great impact upon English writers in the thirties, chiefly owi 
to the Muir’s masterly translation of this novel published in 1930. Like The Trial, 
The Castle is an extended allegory of man’s life on earth. The earlier book deals 
with a man arrested on a charge which is never specified; in The Castle, the hero, 
summoned to a remote village to survey the estates, has to spend his time establishing 
his credentials and right to work with the remote authorities in the castle. This 
edition contains three further episodes added after Max Brod’s editing of Kafka’s 
posthumous papers. 


THE COMPANY SHE KEEPS. Mary McCarthy. New edition. Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 254 pages. 

In the course of her pilgrimage in search of her own true nature and convictions, 

Margaret Sargent finds herself working for a crooked antique dealer, being seduced 

by a business man on a train, writing for a left-wing periodical and finally reclining 

on the couch of a psycho-analyst. A witty, moving, brilliantly written book, revealing 

a gift for secing through a sham with ruthless clarity. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS

THE WARDEN’S NIECE. Gillian Avery. Collins, 10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 

256 pages. Drawings by Dick Hart. 

When, in the 1870's, Maria runs away from school to her uncle, who is the Warden 
of an Oxford college, he sets her to study with the three boys next door. The portrait 
of an unknown boy in an ancient house spurs her on to independent research, which 
lands her in various scrapes, from which she eventually emerges with credit. The 
author has a keen eye for quirks of character, exemplified not least in the children’s 
eccentric tutor. She also em a real understanding of children and their ways. 
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What happens is credible and convincing, and the dialogue has a mae ed genuine 
ring. An interesting and well-written first book which intelligent children of 10-14 
should appreciate. 


A HUNDRED MILLION FRANCS. Paul Berna. Translated from the 
French by John Buchanan-Brown. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 174 pages. 
Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

This amusing and unusual adventure story for children of 10-14 won the 1955 Grand 

Prix Littéraire du Salon de |’Enfance. It concerns a band of boys and girls in a working- 

class suburb of Paris, whose favourite plaything—a rickety ‘bogey’ made of a broken 

rocking-horse mounted on the wheels of an old tricycle—is suddenly coveted 

(nobody knows why) by gangsters. A good-natured policeman helps to solve the 

mystery, but most of the work is done by children and dogs during a thrilling episode 

in an abandoned factory. The book is excellently translated and illustrated. 


ANGELO AND ROSALINE. Bettina. Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 28-5 cm. 

48 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. 
A little girl visiting an Italian museum with her mother brings a statue of a winged 
boy to life. She tells him she lives in the mountains and when she has gone he sets 
out to find her. His wings are a sad handicap to him, but, finding Rosaline, he is 
finally able to shed them, and they live happily ever after. The story and the pictures 
which ornament every page form the happiest of combinations, and many younger 
readers should respond to the romantic appeal of this charmingly sentimental little 
tale. 


THE TEMPLE TIGER and More Man-caters of Kumaon. Jim Corbett. 
New edition. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations 
by Raymond Sheppard. 

Colonel Corbett’s tales of his hunting adventures in India have already delighted 

adults. Teenagers, especially boys, will enjoy these four short stories and one longer 

story which describe, modestly but with graphic detail how, risking his life, he would 
track down through the jungle and kill man-eating tigers and leopards which were 
terrorizing villagers. A superb shot, deeply versed in jungle lore, he is also a skilled 
storyteller, able to bring the technicalities of the chase, the all-night vigils and the 


moments of suspense and of violent action vividly to life. 


THE MEDENHAM CARNIVAL. Norman Dale. Hamish Hamilton, 8s.6d. 

1957. 19 cm. 126 pages. Illustrations by Prudence Seward. (Reindeer Books) 
This is a most original and lively tale for children of 5-8 by a well-known writer of 
children’s books. For the first time in fifteen years Medenham is holding a carnival. 
Virginia and her friends try for the prize for the best entry in the Procession concerned 
with the history of the town. Their realistic entry wins first prize and is indirectly 
responsible for the discovery of a bicycle thief. Virginia is a delightful character and 
so are the boys. The author knows how to tell a story excitingly and how to create a 
solidly realistic setting. 


BLONDINE AND BEAR-CUB. Comtesse de Ségur. Translated from 
the French by Roland Gant. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 150 pages. Illustrations 
by Roland Pym. 


Here are two long fairy stories by a famous 19th century French writer, who com- 
bined the fantasy of Perrault with the gentle moralising of Maria Edgeworth. 
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Blondine, a pretty, wilful princess, gets lost in the enchanted Lilac Forest, is protected 
by Gentle-Doe and Pretty-Puss, nearly loses them through an evil genie in the form 
of a parrot, but, when she repents of her disobedience, is restored to her protector 
and to her father through the help of a kindly tortoise. Bear-Cub, a young prince 
with an evil spell on him, is restored finally to happiness, because of his own and his 

rincess’s unselfishness. Beautifully translated and illustrated, these stories should 
armed all children of 6-10. 


THE AQUALUNG TWINS AND THE VANISHING PEOPLE, 
Frederick B. Falkner. Dent, 11s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations (1 in 
colour) by Donna Little. 

Grant and Pamela, hero and heroine of The Aqualung Twins find Chinese Treasure, 

achieve their latest success in Mexico, where their prowess as underwater swimmers 

enables them to discover a tribe of Aztecs living subterraneously in the heart of a 

mountain only reached through water-filled caverns. They rescue two grown-up 

members of their family and have a number of other satisfying adventures. A good 
deal of information about Aztecs and aqualungs is conveyed so effortlessly that young 
readers (of about 10-13) will hardly know that they are being instructed. 


MRS. WAPPINGER’S SECRET. Florence Hightower. Bodley Head, 
10s.6d. 19$7. 22 cm. 192 pages. 

A charming, funny, exciting story from America, for readers aged ten and over 
(including grown-ups). Young Charlie is spending the summer with his family on 
Osprey Island off the New England coast. With his eccentric friend Mrs. Wappinger 
(the sort of old lady that any ten-year-old boy would like) he spends his time 
frenziedly digging for treasure, and no amount of set-backs, jeers and troubles with 
a stern father can daunt the obsessed pair or prevent their final surprising triumph. 
Mrs. Wappinger, it should be added, owns the best parrot in fiction since Long John 
Silver’s Captain Flint in Stevenson’s Treasure Island. 


TO BEAT A TIGER. Elizabeth Foreman Lewis. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1957. 
205 cm. 206 pages. Endpaper maps. 

The Chinese proverb says that ‘to beat a tiger one needs a brother’s help’. The tiger 
of this story is War, and the brothers are a band of homeless Chinese boys who have 
been driven from widely differing homes to share a hovel-like shelter on the outskirts 
of Shanghai. Here they live by stealing food and shelter and outwitting the Japanese 
occupation. Such a story cannot avoid tragedy, but it ends on a note of hope. The 
American author has written several children’s books about China, where fx once 
lived. For rather serious-minded readers aged 12-16. 


THE MYSTERY HORSE. Louise Riley. Blackwell (Oxford), 10s.6d. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 196 pages. Illustrations by John Merle Smith. 

An obviously valuable filly is found straying near a ranch in Canada. Sixteen-year-old 

Bob Davis, her temporary guardian, schools her patiently for weeks and eventually, 

with the help of his younger sister, after several adventures, outwits the horse thieves 

who nearly succeed in getting her away across the border—his reward being the gift 


of the filly herself. This is a well told story for a with good local colour, sound 
horsemanship, humour and an exciting and credible plot.

This new addition to the Twins series is set on a sheep farm in New Zealand, where 
the twins, with their handyman friend Invercargill Bill, have a number of adventures, 
culminating in an exciting chase after a thief in the Rotorua district. The story is 
vigorously told, and succeeds in unobtrusively conveying a good deal of information 
about New Zealand life, including some account of Maori customs and legends. 
A very suitable book for children of 8-12 years.

SIX GREAT ACTORS. Richard Findlater. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 

These vivid thumbnail sketches of six famous English actors, David Garrick, John 
Philip Kemble, Edmund Kean, William Charles Macready, Sir Henry Irving and Sir 
Johnston Forbes-Robertson, will greatly interest any young readers in their teens 
who have had some initiation, however little, into the magic realms of the theatre. 
The author is a critic with a wide knowledge of theatre history. 


TALES FROM SHAKESPEARE. Charles and Mary Lamb. Dent, 12s.6d. 
1957. 22 cm. 316 pages. Illustrations (8 in colour) by Arthur Rackham. (Children’s 
Illustrated Classics) 

A hundred and fifty years ago Charles Lamb (1775-1834), famous for his Essays of 

Elia, collaborated with his sister, Mary Lamb (1764-1847), in writing, as prose 

narratives, twenty tales of Shakespeare's plays. The authors assiduously avoided 

‘modernising’ the original, varied narrative with dialogue, quoted freely and main- 

tained Shakespeare’s characterisation. Their book, which soon became an established 

English juvenile classic, will not only maintain its appeal to readers of 12-15 but will 

have it enhanced by the undeniable charm of Arthur Rackham’s illustrations and 

the excellent production of this present volume. 


BOY’S BOOK OF THE AIR. Edited by Eric Leyland and T. E. Scott- 
Chard. Edmund Ward, 10s.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 128 pages. Photographs (2 in colour). 
Drawings by R. Barnard Way and John T. Kenney. 

Everything in this book should appeal to the modern boy. Contributors to it are 

practical experts in their subjects which cover, among others, the story of London 

airport and civil air routes, the Cape flight in 1920, speed records, flying doctor and 
farmer, the Comet and Britannia, and the Canadian Pacific Airlines. For good 
measure, ‘thriller’ stories and a question section with answers are included. It is well 


produced with plenty of good photographs and drawings.

This lively and accurate biography will awaken and hold the interest of children in 
their early "teens.
